Spot Checks Reveal 
Area Businesses 
Have Illegal Wares 


Sput checks of several Oak- 
land area stores by the state 
fire marshal's office have re- 
vealed that stores were offer 
ing for sale appliances which 
do not comply with the elec- 
trical consumer products law 
which went into effect July 1, 
1973. 

The law provides that any- 
one who knowingly or willingly 
violates the provisions is guilty 
of a misdemeanor and shal} 
be fined no more than $5,000 

The term electrical con- 
sumer product includes all 
electrical products which are 
not part of the pertnanent wir- 
ing of the structure, including 
such equipment as extension 
cords, heat tapes, lamps, 
kitchen appliances, Christmas 
tree lizhts and ornaments, hair 
dryers, makeup mirrors, and 
typewriters. 

Storeowners with appliances 
which do not comply with the 
law were asked to remove the 
items from their shelves, and 
the fire marshal's office will 
continue to make checks to 
make sure the items do not re- 
appear. 

The consumer products law 
requires that all electrical con- 
sumer products be labeled, 
niarked or stainped with the 
symbol of a certified testing 
laboratory in order to be sold 
or distributed in the state. 

Among the laboratories 
which have been granted pro- 
visional certification for test- 
ing and labeling are Applied 
Research Laboratories of 
Florida, Inc.; Amertcan Gas 
Association, Canadian Gas 
Association; City of Los 
Angeles Electrical Testing

Mutual System, Maryland 
Electrical Testing Co., Inc.; 
Underwriter’s Laboratories, 
Inc.: and Underwriters’ 
Laboratories of Canada.

—People with diabetes are 17 
times more prone to kidney 
disease, over five times more 
prone to gangrene (often lead- 
ing to amputation) and twice 
as prone to heart disease and 
stroke 

Diabetes lessens’ the 
chance of a successful 
pregnancy and increases the 
frequency of birth defects and 
death of the newborn. 

—The economic toll of 
diabetes — excluding its 
complication — is estimated to 
be $9.3 billion annually. 

The American Diabetes 
Association provides infor- 
mation on the two types of 
diabetes, the juvenile-onset 
and the maturity-onset. The 
society also reports that al- 
though anyone may develop 
diabetes, it occurs most often 
among: people who are over- 
weight; people with diabetic 
relatives; people over thirty- 
five; and women may be more 
likely than men to have 
diabetes.

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Intluenza 
Recommended For 
High-Risk Groups 


Dr. Neil Solomon, Secretary 
of Health and Mental Hygiene, 
announced last week that the 
recommniended influenza vac- 
cine for the protection of 
Marvland's high risk popu- 
lation this year will be a three- 
in-one shot offering seasonal 
immunity against Type A 
Russian, Type A Texas and 
Type B Hong King influenzas. 
These three flu strains are 
considered to be the major in- 
fluenza threats this coming 
season. 

High risk individuals are all 
persons more than 65 years of 
age, persons of any age having 
chronic heart, lung, or renal 
diseases; those persons who 
are under treatment for meta- 
bolic disorders such as 
diabetes, and, certain persons 
under a drug therapy that 
weakens their immunity to dis- 
ease. 

The vaccine was developed 
under the guidance of the Ad- 
visory Committee of Immuni- 
zation Practices of the U. S. 
Public Health Services and will 
be offered to high risk individ- 
uals in specially scheduled 
public clinics in some counties 
to be announced by local 
health departments. The 
vaccine will also be available 
frum private physicians. The 
public should check their local 
health departments for 
arrangements in their area. 

Under the federal grant to 
Maryland. funds are available 
to help support the staffing of a 
limited number of flu clinics 
for high risk groups. the pur- 
chase of vaccine for distri- 
bution to clinics and partici- 
pating private physicians. 
Private physicians will be 
given free vaccine provided 
they charge only for their ser- 
vices and not the vaccine 

Influenza 1s a viral disease of 
the respiratory system that is 
frequently associated with 
deaths in excess of the number 
normally expected in the high 
risk population.

Wayne's Policy 


Twice in the past twenty years the Garrett Memorial Hospital has been expanded to meet the growing 
need for better services. Our needs are continuing to grow. The County's population is increasing. both in 
numbers and in demands for ever-better health care. The number of physicians in the County has nearly tripled 
in the past eight years. 


Nearly 40% of the patients at Garrett Memorial are senior citizens. It is essential to maintain the 
Hospital's eligibility so that our elderly citizens will not be deprived of their Medicare services. 


The Hospital is a completely independent, not-for-profit corporation, with its own Board of Directors. The 
Board hes a responsibility to plan carefully for meeting present and future demands in the most cost-effective 
manner. The Board has been fulfilling this responsibility through exhaustive study of alternative ways to assure 
that the Hospital's services continue to meet contemporary standards. The Board has not yet approved 
expansion of the Huspital. and should not do so until the need for change is clearly demonstrated. 


|| Wayne’s Performance 


For many years, operation of the Hospital was subsidized by County tax dollars. As one of the 16 members 
of the Board of Directors, Wayne has helped to build the improved management team that has brought staff 
salaries up to par and, at the same time, has ended the drain on County taxpayers by making the Hospital 
completely self-sufficient financially. 

Wayne has the foresight and common sense to recognize that the continuing study by the Board of 
Directors might demonstrate the need for better equipment or new facilities at the Hospital. Through his 
leadership on the Tri-County Council, more than a million dollars in Appalachian Regional Commission grant 
funds have been reserved for future use at our Hospital. If and when this money is needed, Wayne’s leadership 
action assures that Garrett Countians will be spared that much of the cost burden. 

Wayne is also an active member of the State committee that makes the final ‘Certification of Need” 
decision for all new health facilities in Maryland, and Wayne knows that we cannot and should not expect to act 
until our needs are clearly proven.

McHenry. Md 
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87 Certified In 
Explosives Course 


At a reception held by the 
Western Maryland Coal 
Association at Frostburg State 
College on September 20, 87 
miners were certified to use 
explosives for surface coal 
mining in the State of Mary- 
land. The certification, which 
is valid for three years, came 
at the end of a seven-week 
course offered through Alle- 
ygany and Garrett Community 
Colleges. The course, which 
was open to anyone over 21 
years old and with a minimum 
of one year of experience with 
explosives, was designed to 
meet the needs of the mining 
industry in the Western Mary- 
land region. 


The course resulted from the 
Maryland Bureau of Mines’ 
effort to create a program to 
“train, examine, and certify 
blasters (for surface coal 
mines!."’ In an immediate re- 
sponse, Allegany and Garrett 
Community Colleges, the 
Maryland Industrial Training 
Program, the Maryland Fire 
Marshal, in cooperation with 
the State Bureau of Mines 
jointly planned and imple- 
mented a course in the safe 
and legal use of explosives. 
The classes were held at 
Frostburg State College, a lo- 
cation accessible to miners 
from Allegany and Garrett 
Counties. 

In addition to the regular 
course, a three-hour seminar 
on the same topic was de- 
livered to a group of repre- 
sentatives from several ven- 
dors of explosives that do 
blasting for Maryland surface 
coal mining companies. 


The instructor for the course 
was Howard Rigg, an engineer 
with over 25 years of ex- 
perience with explosives. Mr. 
Rigg used lectures, demon- 
strations, audio-visuals and 
guest speakers from vendors to 
state and federal agencies to 
deliver the information. Topics 
included the types of ex- 
plosives, principles of blasting, 
handling, storage, and trans- 
portation of explosives. 

Safety was emphasized in 
the lessons. Harry Buckley 
from the Maryland Bureau of 
Mines explained that safety is 
a primary concern since blast- 
ing of this nature is now done 
closer to buildings and towns 
than in the past. He stated 
that, “this course emphasizes 
that blasting is done cor- 
rectly.” 

The response to the blasting 
course has been overwhelming. 


according to a spokesperson 
from the colleges. In answer to 
this. the culleges plan to repeat 
the course in the fall or winter 
terms. Other plans include the 
development oa an apprentice- 
ship program for those without 
the minimum of one year of 
experience in explosives. This 
program would precede the 
certification course and 
prepare a person to enter the 
advanced course. 

Also in the planning stages is 
a refresher course to be given 
annually. Prior to being 
recertified, blasters must com- 
plete an eight-hour refresher 
course every three (3) years. 
This renewal is required to 
help keep those working with 
explosives up to date with the 
latest safety information and 
technical advancements in the 
field. All future courses will be 
publicized by the colleges.

WHAT'S YOUR ANSWER TO 
THRE ENERGY PROBLEM? 
By Janct ©. Wunderlick 


Scientists working for the 
Department of Energy in 
Washington ure in general 
avreement that no niatter what 
we do naw there is an inevit- 
able energy erisis conung in 
the mid 1480's. That is to say 
that anv predictable invest- 
ment in energy technology re- 
search or degree of cunser- 
Vation practices undertaken 
would not prevent an enerys 
Crisis In next ten years. So said 
Dr Morris Levitt. Director of 
the Fusion Energy Foundation, 
at the Mid-Atlantic Energy and 
beonomic = evelpiient Con- 
ference held in Cumberland on 
September 26. I. for one. hope 
that they are wrong. 

Kirk Renaud of the Division 
of Solar Energy, U. S Depart- 
ment of Eneryy. believes that 
we don't have an energy short- 
age. we have a technology 
shortage. We know that the 
worldwide and national sup- 
ples of non-renewable fuels is 
running low Of our current 
fuels, natural vas ts in shortest 
suppl. in the US) and ex- 
pected to last approxumately 10) 
Veurs at the present rate of 
usage. jetroleum ts expected 
tu last 31 years worldwide: and 
coal another 200 vears. accord- 
Ing to €. Malcolm Allen, 
consultant to Batelle Columbus 
Laboratory 

Ou the other end of that 
spectrum it is projected that 
energy from nuclear fusion 
will be commercially available 
only at the end of this century. 
Geothermal energy. when fully 
developed, will probably pro- 
vide only 1'% of our total need. 
Wind yenerated energy. while 
there are some localities where 


wind is harnessible, 1s 75‘%, to 
100% more expensive than 
nuclear energy because of 
storage expense. The tidal po- 
tential is not currently believed 
to add up to much. The pri- 
mary energy resources that 
will replace otl and natural gas 
are coal and coal derived fuels, 
nuclear, and hydroelectric 
power. Water power offers 800 
times the efficiency of wind 
because it has 800 tunes the 
density. There are some 52.000 
ams in the Umted States not 
now equipped with electrical 
Benerators. These could be 
converted to generate power. 
says Lester Brown. President 
of the Worldwatch Institute in 
Waoliitigtun, D. C., and he indi 
cated that the Chinese “are 
way ahead of the entire world” 
In small-scale hydroelectric 
generation 

Coal can be burned twice as 
effimently without dangerous 
sulfur emussions by a_ tech- 
nology called MHD Magneto- 
hydrodynamics was invented 
im this country but is being 
developed on a commercial 
scale in the Soviet Union. The 
U.S Departinent of Energy 
has recently begun devoting 
more time and money to MHD 
research and will open a small 
pilot plant in Butte, Montana 
next vear Further develop- 
ment of this technology on the 
eastern seaboard would 
greatly enhance the market- 
ability of Western Maryland 
coal 

The greatest potential of un- 
limited energy sources are 
nuclear fusion and solar, both 
which need yreat refinement 
before becoming readily avail- 
able and practical. Let's take a 
closet look. 

All forms of solar energy 
could collectively take care of 
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our energy needs, according to 
Maleolm Allen. However, the 
sun's rays are so diffused upen 
entermg the earth's at- 
mosphere that earth bound col- 
lectors as we presently know 
them would have to cover 
large land areas to supply all 
but small energy systems. 
Collectors placed in outer 
space could receive the sun's 
rays much more intensely on 
surfaces as thin as aluminum 
foil which ts far more prom- 
ising. However, at the current 
time it would be prohibitively 
expensive to place these col- 
lectors in outer space on a 
larze scale. 

Nuclear fusion offers a po- 
tential for unlimited energy at 
minimum expense beyond the 
initial investment of power 
plants. Fusion occurs naturally 
within the sun. We are advanc- 
ing steadily toward producing 
It here on earth but experts 
agree that it will be 20 years 
before being readily available. 
even though a recent break- 
through at Princeton reduced 


development time by approxi- 
mately 12 vears.

Reyinald Douglas Chalfonte, 
1903-1974, was born in Hot 
Springs. South Dakota and at 
the ave of four his family lo- 
cated in Chadron, Nebraska.

His father. an artist. en- 
couraged young Reginald to 
draw still-lifes with a drawing 
pad and charcoal. When his 
interest in that medium waned 
he switched to wood carving. 

At the age of eight. Reginald 
placed first in the Nebraska 
State fair with a still-life. 

Following high school, he 
continued his art studies at 
Chadron State Teachers Col- 
lege where he graduated with 
high scholastic standing. He 
was alsu the first student to 
attain letters in five sports- 
baseball, football, golf, tennis 
and swimming. 

Chalfonte later attended 
Creighton University, Ne- 
braska and obtained a law 
degree. His schooling was fi- 
nanced with an _ athletic 
scholarship as well as the sale 
of art work to local merchants.

During this time he became 
friendly with Father Flannigan 
of Boys Town fame and 
painted several displays for 
the priest. 

In 1930, Chalfonte ran for the 
State Legislature while 
practicing attorney. He 
married Marguerite Field and 
they adopted two children and 
moved to Lanham, Maryland 
where. until his retirement, he 
worked as an artist for the 
Government Printing Office. 

The year 1959 brought letters 
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THE REPUBLICAN, OAKLAND, MARYLAND 


from Pope Pius XII to various 
congregations asking that they 
counteract the effects of 
Russia’s May Day by some 
devotion to the dignity, labor 
and workmanship of the free 
man. Inspired by this, the 
Josephite Fathers com- 
missioned Chalfonte to paint 
an oil commemorating this mes- 
sage. The result, was entitled 
“St. Joseph the Workman.” 
(Pictured at left) 

When Joseph Cardinal 
Pizzardo, prefect of congre- 
vations for universities and 
seminaries visited Baltimore 
to view the painting he ex- 
pressed a desire for a copy. 
One year later two repre- 
sentatives from the Josephite 
order transported the 16’'x20" 
original to Rome where it now 
praces the foyer of the Car- 
dinals Palace. 

Among Chalfonte’s other 
accomplishments are “‘St. 
Ignatius Loyola at Manresa,” 
a large 38x50" canvas. The 
painting received the Arch- 
diocesian Popularity Award in 
1959 It now hangs in the lobby 
of Gonzaga High School in 
Washington, D. C. 

Another series of paintings 
portraying the life of Joseph 
and the Holy Family hanys at 
the Josephite Fathers House of 
Studies, Baltimore. Included in 
the collection is the beautiful. 
“Flight into Egypt.” 

In 1962, the artist experi- 
mented with a new art form 
which led to ‘Fourteen 
Stations of the Cross."’ These 
were accomplished with a 
combination of Portland 
cement and epoxy resin cast 
toyether to form a square 
cross An insert depicting the 
stations was cast in the center 
of each cross, reminiscent of 
the style popularized by 
Georges Rualt. 

Encouraged by the medium, 
Chalfonte began using pliable 
lead strips, called **Cames” to 
outline his designs The in- 
terior spaces were filled with 
rough colored stones to com- 
plete the terrazo effect. 

Chalfonte’s final painting, 
completed at age 65, was an 
intricate oil titled “Neglect.”

It’s a fact that 30.000 older 
Americans die every year 
trom accidents.

There is something that you 
as an individual can do to 
reduce these uyly statistics.

Since nearly half the ac- 
eidents they experience occur 
in or around their homes, the 
home is where older people 
should first identify hazards, 
and practive accident-preven- 
tion. 

Fires, falls, and poisonings

In the kitchen, never wear 
loose clothing while cooking 
over hot burners.

Thank you for any answer 
you can give. 

A. The Homeowners’ Prop- 
erty Tax Credit — not to be 
confused with the Homestead 
Credit for Residential Property 
Exceeding 15% — has no bear- 
Ing at all on the selling price of 
your house. The credit has 
been allowed to you as the 
hoimeowner and is based upon 
the relationship between your 
residential property tax and 
your Income. 

Your sons, or any other 
heirs, will not have to return 
anv portion of any credit that 
you may have received for an 
earlier taxable year. 

If. perchance, the »wnership 
uf your home changes through 
your bequeathing it to your 
sons or for any other reason; 
then you, the homeowner, 
would still be entitled to the 
tax credit for that portion of 
the year that vou actually 
owned the heme. In-as-much 
us property taxes are paid one 
year in advance, such a situ- 
ation could only apply to the 
current Vear 

The tax hablility on an in- 
come of $7.000 is limited to 
$105. The difference between 
this and your taxes of $600 is 
$4435. Half of this is $217.50, 
which ts what your credit 
would be as a “partial credit” 
homeowner These are home- 
owners such as you, who are 
under sixty. 

Q. I filed my application for 
a property tax credit last June. 
hut I still have uot heard any- 
thing. When can } expect the 
credit? 

Those eligible home- 
owners who filed an appli- 
cation for a tax credit by 
August 31, 1978, should receive 
a credit voucher some time 
during the month uf October. If 
they are found to be ineligible, 


they will receive a letter of 
denial. Those who filed an 
application during the month 
of September but before the 
deadline, October 1. 1978, 
should receive a voucher dur- 
ing the month of November. 

Either way, whether you are 
oligible to receive a credit or 
not, you should receive written 
notification — a tax credit 
voucher or a letter of denial — 
by November 30, at the very 
latest. 

Q. I just heard the other day 
from friends about the prop- 
erty tax credit program for the 
elderly. As 1 am over sixty, 
can 1 still file, and if so, 
where? 

A. For this year, the dead- 
line for filing appiicatipus uy 
both the under and the over 
sixty homeowners was ex- 
tended to October 1, 1978. 
Normally, September 1, is the 
final date. Since October 1, fell 
on a Sunday. applications were 
accepted on the following Man- 
day if they were received in 
the tax credit office by that 
date. Applications that were 
mailed in were also accepted if 
the envelope was postmarked 
no later than October 2, 1978. 

The tax credit office says it 
cannot accept any applications 
that are received after this 
late, and those who file late 
will be sent a letter of dental 
for this reason. 

The purpose of the property 
tax credit program is to give 
relief to homeowners whose in- 
comes are fixed or limited. 
While the need fer a cut-oft 


date is understandable 
for some. there is al- 
ways the possibility of 


mitigating circumstances. The 
homeowner could have been in 
the hospital and unable to file. 
A way must exist to protect 
people from losing the credit 
through no fault of their own. 
If a homeowner, in such ad- 
versity, files after the deadline 
and is turned down. he can still 
appeal this decision to the 
Appeal Board. The Appeal 
Board will hear the case and 
make a decision as to whether 
the circumstances warrant a 
waiver of the fact that the 
filing date requirement was 
not met. In fairness to those 
who meet the deadline. the 
burden of proof wiil be the 
homeowner's.

Byron, just imagine how much better this old world would 


be. We thank you, Mr. Byron.

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Dear Sir: 

The decision of the County 
Cotmsnissioners to use support- 
ing real estate for needed 
office space at the Courthouse 
was a good decision. 

First, it should be observed 
that anyone familiar with the 
increased county work load 
knows that the need for space 
is preat. We should be glad 
that Garrett County is a 
strong, growing and sound 
community. Moreover. we 
should be heartened by the 
determined strength of our 
local government to continue 
the control of local affairs. 

Second. from an_ archi- 
tectural point of view, it is a 
matter of taste. I believe the 
current work enhances the 
beauty of the original struc- 
ture. Most of Oakland is on 
raised elevations and the view 
of the Courthouse is unim- 
paired. In the immediate front, 
on Third Street, most of what 
one saw before was the wall 
and steps. 

Third, the financing was 
handled in a manner that pro- 
tects and recalls for Garrett 
County its own tax dollars, 
previously taken by the 
Federal government. 

Fourth. I would like to point 
to a similar problem in another 
county — namely Albemarle 
County, Virginia. There, as in 
Oakland, the Courthouse build- 
ing was treasured. After all it 
was the forum for lawyers like 
Thomas Jefferson, Patrick 
Henry, James Monroe. There 
too the County had increased 
needs and built a second build- 
ing nearby. But this proved 
inadequate. Now Albemarle 
has the jail many miles away; 
soil conservation is in the 
fourth building; building and 
zoning in a fifth location and 
other court activities are liter- 
ally all over the place. Our 
Iccal Commussioners faced this 
same issue intelligently and 
with foresight. The decision 
was faced with political 
courage because some have 
chosen not to understand. Our 
children will be glad the jail is 
not in Crellin; the Sheriff in 
McHenry; the Assessor in 
Kitzmiller. I salute the Com- 
missioners.

appraisers when they go out 
to set valuations for inheri- 
tance tax purposes. 

Just as higher assessments 
have resulted in higher real 
estate taxes, they also bring 
about higher State taxes and 
higher state and federal inheri- 
tance taxes. There is no way of 
avoiding the extra burdens 
that stem from hipher assess- 
ments. 

Our officials here have en- 
couraged our assessment of- 
ficers in every possible 
manner to set the top figure 
valuations on most of our 
properties. It would be good to 
have a Board of County Cum- 
mussioners who would be satis- 
fied with the bottom figure 
assessments. 

Also it will be good if after 
November 7, we can have a 
new Board of County Com- 
missioners. This present Board 
Is continuing to waste and 
spend Since the Primary 
Election they have purchased 
51 acres of land at Accident, 
paying three times its market 
value.

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Center For Public Broadcasting 
Motto Is “Plenty Of Action” 


By Carol Canan 
What It Is And Does 


The Maryland Public Broad- 
casting systeni, in a nutshell, 
is 4 Non-commeraal broad- 
casting system funded by the 
Maryland (General Assembly 
providing educational, infor- 
mational and cultural pro- 
grams carried by four stations 
in the state, and by many 
privately owned cable services 
in the immediate five-state 
area. 

The heart of Maryland’s PBS 
ts located in the middie of a 
state game farm, at Owings 
Mills near Baltimore, and 
houses all divisions of the 
system. 

Because the PBS does not 
sell air time to advertisers, it 
is able to offer a variety of 
program services to specific 
audiences and to explore new 
programming ideas. Some of 
the shows appearing in the 
past year included ‘Wall 
Street Week.’ ‘‘Nature’s 
Trail.” “‘The Critic's Place," 

Maryland Weekend,” and 
“The Electric Company.” 
Specials included “Baltimore 
Chipper: The Ship That 
Launched a Port” and “David 
Cupperfield. Once Upon A 
Classic." 

Some of the shows have won 
awards from such sources as 
the National Association of 
Fducational Broadcasters.

The Center's annual budget 
includes General Funds ap- 
propriated by the General As- 
sembly, and special funds 
zenerated by the Center itself. 
Center memberships increased 
by almost 50 percent during 
the past year. and more than 
25.000 Maryland families 
bought memberships for $15, 

$50, or $100 In addition, 
various corporations such as 
Black and Decker, the Bendix 
Corp.. C&P Telephone, and 
many others are underwriters 
for part of the cost. Approxi- 
mately 40 percent of the an- 
nual budget comes from 
seurces other than the govern- 
ment. 

Public television in this state 
is the responsibility of the 
Maryland Public Broadcasting 
Commission, whose 11 
niembers are appointed by the 
governor for five-year terms.

Varvey 
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Election Of Polish Pontiff 
Departs From Italian Traditions 


VATICAN CITY -UPIl) - A 
chorus of prayers and congratu- 
lations from around the globe 
has pledged support to Pope 
John Paul II, who already 1s 
displaying the xtft of concila- 
tion he learned detending the 
Roman Cathohe faith in 
Poland 

At the outset of his historic 
reign, the Polish pontiff won a 
warin reception from his 
former opponents in Warsaw's 
Communist government. whose 
leaders cabled their “great 
satisfaction” and said they 
would aid pilgrims anxious to 
see their countryman take 
office this weekend 

The vigorous, 38-sear-old 
foriner archbishop of Krakow 
displayed his statesmanship in 
‘urn by pledging ‘to extend our 
hand and open our heart” to all 
‘he world’s oppressed peuples. 
But at the same time he 
promised no “political interfer- 
ence or participation in 
worldly affairs.” 

John Paul also spoke out on 
ecclesiastical affairs. He pro 
mised to give his bishops a 
#reater voice in running the 
church but warned both liberals 
and conservatives alike he 
expected obedience. 

Italy s outspoken Civilta Cris- 
tlana movement. the tradition- 
alist group that bitterly 
criticized Pope Paul VI for the 
liberal influences he brought to 
the church, reversed its vears 
of opposition to the Vatican and 
issued a jubilant statement 
hailing the first non-Italian 
pope in 455 years: 

“The Catholics of Civiita 
Cristiana express their pleasure 
over the election to the throne 
of Peter of a son of Marian 
Poland, an authentically heroic 
and forever Catholic land, a 
bulwark of Christiancivilization 
against the barbarians The 
church of silence and its 
martyts triumph today in the 
august persons of the vicar of 
Christ." 

John Paul, who ts one of the 
youngest men elected pope in 
modern times, set Sunday as 
the date for the ceremonies 
that will invest him formally in 
his role as the leader of the 
worldwide church. 

The Vatican released no 
details of the ceremony. but it 
was expected to parallel closely 
the simple investiture chosen 
by Pope John Paul I, who 
spurned the traditional gold and 
silver papal crown in favor of a 
simipie white shawl or pallium 
to symbolize his reign. 

John Paul spent his first full 
day as pope Tuesday learning 
about sume of the more 
mundane aspects of the papacy 
— such as finding his way 
around the vast Vatican Palace 
and making ritual benedictions. 

In taking the name of his 
Italian predecessor, who 
reigned over the church only 34 
days, John Paul II paid homage 
to the warmth and humanity of 
the late Albino Lucian 

The former Cardinal Karol 
Wojtyla continued his predeces- 
sors pastoral tradition by 
making an unprecedented visit 
~,1,, a ae 
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to a Rome hospital Jess than 24 
hours after his election. 

The pope visited for 15 
minutes with Polish Bishop 
Andrzej Deskur. a longtime 
colleazue who suffered a stroke 


last week 

He spoke afterwards, in 
Ituhan, to a gathering of 
hospital officials, doctors, 


nurses and patients. As he 
concluded his remarks he 
waved to the patients, called 
eut the traditional Polish 
benediction, “Praise be to 
Jesus Christ," and turned to 
walk out 

Bishop Giuseppe Caprio, the 
Vatican's undersecretary — of 
state placed his hand on the 
pontiff's arm, leaned over and 
whispered briefly in his ear 
John Paul's face broke into a 
broad grin and his hght blue 
eves twinkled. 

“The underscretary tells me 
this is nat enough.” the pope 
said. “I still have te give the 
benediction. He tells me how a 
pope should behave.” 

The crowd burst into laughter 
and applause. Then John Paul 
blessed the onlookers with the 
sign of the cross and recited 
the Latin verse usually intoned 
by popes when they visit 
outside the Vatican

President Carter To Decide Soon 
On Future Of Tax-Cut Bil’ 


WASHINGTON (UPI — 
President Carter will decide in 
the next day or so whether to 
sizn the $18.6 bilhon tax-cut 
bill, based on recommendations 
of the Treasury Department 
and other experts. according to 
White House officials 

He also plans to take 4 new 
look at key legislative proposals 
that failed to pass in the last 
congressional session to deter- 
mine if they warrant a priority 
tag next vear. 

Carter's three major disap- 
pointinents in the 95th Congress 
were the failure to create a 
department of education and a 
consumer advocacy agency and 
to provide supplemental finan- 
cial or “countercyclical’ reve- 
nue sharing assistance for 
cities 
The officials indicated that as 
a result of a Memorial Day 
memo urging Carter to use the 


veto as one of his own 
legislative weapons. he was 
able to establish the best 


lepislative record since Lyndon 
Johnson 

Congressional liaison Frank 
Moore, domestic affairs adviser 
Stuart Eizenstat and national 
security adviser Zbigniew Brze- 
zinski reviewed Carter's legisla- 
tive accomplishments for 
reporters under ground rules 
prolubiting direct quotation. 
Carter's staff claims to be as 
busy now as they were at the 
end of the session. analyzing 
189 bills — “several” with red 
flazs that may be added to 
Carter's present list of six 


vetoes. 

But the senior aides declined 
to speculate whether Carter 
would veto the tax legislation, 
which is short on the reforms 
he wanted and provides hefty 
capital gains benefits for the 
middle and upper class taxpay- 
ers — which he did not ask 

“We are pleased to report the 
administration and the 95th 
Congress has achieved a record 
of accomplishment unmatched 
since the 89th Congress." 
Moore and Eizenstat said in a 
menio to Carter. 

They listed as successes the 
comprehensive energy plan, 
Panama Canal treaties. civil 
service reform, Mideast arms 
sales, Humphrev-Hawkins full 
employment bill. New York 
City assistance, waterway user 
fees, ethics standards — for 
government, airline deregua- 
tion, new judyeships. extension 
of the Equal Rights Amend- 
ment ratification deadline, D.C. 
representation amendment, 
comprehensive = employment 
and training amendments, lift- 
ing the Turkish arms embargo, 
nuclear nonproliferation, — fo- 
reizyn intelligence wiretaps, 
mass transit. elementary and 
secondary education improve- 
ments and middle-income stu- 
dent assistance. 

Carter's aides said they sent 
tuo much major legislation to 
Congress in 1977, and reas- 
sessed the situation several 
times in 1978 to avoid the same 
mistake. 

Then Memorial Day memo 
spelled out the use of the veto 
as ‘‘a weapon in the president's 
arsenal." 

They said Carter would 
reassess all of his legislative 
proposals — including such 
campaign promises as the 
education department and labor 
law reform — in late December 
and early January and make a 
new avenda for the 9th 
Congress.

Begin Denies 
Reports Of A 
Peace-Talks Halt 


JERUSALEM (UPI) — A 
source in Prime Minister 
Menachem Beyin's office says 
reports that peace talks with 
Egypt may end “within a few 
days” are exaggerated. 

The delay in the signing of 
the peace treaty apparently 1s 
related to an Eyvptian demand 
to link it in some way to the 
future of the West Bank, 
another source in Begin's office 
said Tuesday. 

The comment on the delay 
came following a 4'4-hour 
Cabinet meeting in which Begin 
reported on progress in the 
talks. 

One source in the prime 
minister's office said optimistic 
reports that the talks may end 
“within a few days’ are 
exayperated. He did not elabo- 
rate although a Foreign Minis- 
try official said earher: ‘We 
are yetting only optimistic 
nvises from Washington.” 
Earlier, the newspaper 
Yediot Aharonot reported from 
Washingon Israeli Foreign Min- 
ister Moshe Dayan and acting 
Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Butros Ghali had discussed the 
West Bank problem. 

The report said it had been 
apreed the introduction to the 
peace treaty will say: ‘Israel 
does not ignore the Palestinian 
problem and wants to solve it 
in the spirit of the framework 
for peace in the Middle East 
that was achieved at Camp 
David.” 

Eyypt can in this way, the 
report said. show the Arab 
world tnat despite the signing 
of the peace treaty with Israel 
it has not turned traitor to the 
Arab cause. Israel also would 
not obligate itself to something 
it has not previously promised. 
The Cabinet is receiving 
continuous reports by telephone 
and telex from the Israeli 
delegation in Washington and 
another meeting was expected 
Friday. 

Earlier in the day, the prime 
minister briefed the parliamen- 


tary Foreign Affairs and 
Defense conimittee on the 
talks 


He said Egypt and Israel 
have decided to create an 
arbitration committee com- 
posed of representatives of 
different countries to settle 
future disputes between them, 
according to participants in the 
four-hour briefing.

Aleohol Reports 
Indicate Rise 
In Teen I sage 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
Three out of four American 
teen-agers drink alcohol and 
one of every five gets drunk at 
least once a month, acvording 
to a new government report on 
alcoholism. 

It's part of an alarming trend 
that has seen the United States 
climb to third place in the 
world behind Russia and 
Finland in per-capita consump- 
tion of liquor, HEW Secretary 
Joseph Califano said Tuesday. 

In the 138-page report, snon 
to be delivered to Congress, 
HEW said 10 milhon adult 
Americans either are alcoholics 
or problem drinkers who may 
be on their way to alcoholism 
That is one 1n 14 adults. 


Another 3.3 million young 
people in high school — one out 
of evey five in the age group — 
have had problems with pa- 
rents. school officials, their 
peers or the police because of 
drinking. the report said. 

‘Excessive consumption — of 
alcohol takes a terrible toll on 
the health, safety ane happi- 
ness of millions of Americans," 
said Califano in a statement 
accompanying HEW’'s — third 
such report on drinking and 
health. The others were in 1971 
and 1974 
Califano said HEW is deve- 
loping yoals and initiatives for 
a national plan to curb alcohol 
abuse. 

“In the meantime, this report 
documents the scope of the 
need for action,” he said. 

The report defined an adult 
problem drinker as one who 
imbibes to such an extent that 
physical. mental or social 
functioning is impaired. while 
an alcoholic has a chronic 
addiction to drink Drinking 
problems among the young are 
not quite as chronic, it said, but 
noted: 


“The concern over increased 
alcohol consumption in youth 1s 
heightened by the observation 
that early drinking behavior 
predicts drinking habits in later 
life.""

late nights, saw an unusually 
large number of major bills 
come up for consideration in 
both the House and Senate. 
The number of bills passed or 
killed in the fina! days may not 
have set a record, but their 
siusnificance was highly unu- 
sual. 

“1 can't remember so much 
major legislation moving in the 
final hours of a closing session 
of Congress.” said a House 
staff member, who has been 
working with Congress for 36 
years 

‘So many of the big things 
were backed up at the end 
where usually we have just one 
thing holding us in check,”’ a 
veteran Senate staffer said. 
The energy package, stalled 
by a filibuster in the Senate; 
the tax bill, slowly put into 
final form by a House-Senate 
conference committee; and the 
Huniphrey-Hawkins jobs bill, 
revived after being all but 
piven up for dead, got most of 
the attention. But there were 
many other biz items on 
Congress closing agenda. 


Congress finally quit Sunday 
nizht after a final, 34-hour 
marathon session unmatched in 
a century. 

The remaining work was too 
important to let many of the 
members sneak off for their 
own early adjournment. 

“At 3°30 Sunday morning we 


had 75 people voting in the 
Senate,” a Senate staffer noted. 
‘Normally, many of them 
would have been heading back 
home. They would have been 
long gone." 

There seems to be yeneral 
azreement on the reasons 
behind the unusual finale. 
President Carter was a big 
factor, the veteran staffers say. 

“We had a president who was 
a political novice in terms of 
learning to work with Congress 
and it took about one and a half 
sessions to turn that around.” 
said one. 

Carter was not the only one 
new in his job. “This was a 
strange Congress in that we 
had a new president together 
with new leadership in both 
houses,” a Senate staffer noted. 
House Repubhcan Leader Jonn 
Rhodes was the only holdover 
leader from the 4th Congress. 

The leadership probably will 
be unchanged when the %th 
Congress opens up for business 
in January and Carter will 
have two years of experience 
behind him. 

‘The next session wall proba- 
bly be a little more orderly, it 
Congress can ever be said to be 
orderly. This was not) an 
orderly end of a session,” said 
the Senate veteran. 

A widespread feeling — of 
independence amony House 
members was cited as another 
factor in delaying major 
decisions until the end of the 
session. There is a great deal 
of individuality in the House 
today that is not responsive to 
suzyestion or the wishes of the 
leadersmp,"’ a House staffer 
said, 


Vance Eneounters Diplomatic Trouble 


PRETORIA, South Africa 
(UPl) — Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance has met serious 
difficulties in his bid to yet 
South Africa to accept a U.N. 
independence plan for Namibia, 
placing the vital diplomatic 
mission in jeopardy. 

We are working tonight, I 
don't: know about tomorrow,” 
said South Afrian Prime 
Mimster Pieter Botha Tuesday 
after two days of talks on 
Namibia's future with the 
representatives of five Western 
nations, led by Vance. 

Vance has tried for two days 
to persuade Pretoria to aban- 
don its plans to hold elections 
i the territory in favor of a 
U.N. plan fer an internationally 
supervised ballot to create an 
independent Namibia next year 
in the former German colony of 
South West Africa. 

Vance Tuesday decided to 
stay on beyond the scheduled 
two days of talks in hopes of 
securing a face-saving compro- 
mise in the neyotiations that 
fave an Oct. 23 deadline when 
progress must be reported to 
the U.N. Security Council. 
But at the end of Tuesday's 
talks — which also include 


representatives of West Ger- 


many, Canada, France and 
Britain ~ South African Fo- 
reign Minister Roelf Botha 
said: 

‘A difficult: situation has 
arisen. It requires serious 
consideration and analysis. 
Reinforcing the pessimism, 
State Department spokesman 
Ilndding Carter said: “We are 
it the middle of difficult and 
substantive negotiations.” 
Failure to agree on an 
internationally acceptable 
future for the disputed territory 
— occupied by South Africa 
since the end of World War I — 
could escalate the black nation- 
alist war there. 

American sources have said 
if they left Pretoria empty- 
handed, the Security Council 
might invoke economic sanc- 
tions ayainst South Africa. 
Neither side would disclose 
details of the talks that are 
bogged down and apparently 
close to deadlock over an 
election date and U.N. Secre- 
tary General Kurt Waldheim’'s 
proposal to send 7.500 troops to 
police the region until indepen- 
dence. 

The South Africans say 4.000 
troops would be adequate and 
want their elections Dec. 4,

Mason Questions 
Legality Of $2 
Land Stamp Fee 


State Senator Edward Mason 
has announced he will ask the 
Maryland Attorney General for 
a ruling of the legahty of the 
Public Land Stamp Fee which 
the Department of Natural Re- 
sources collects from State 
hunters. The $2.00 fee is re- 
quired to hunt on State Lands, 
such as State Parks. 

Mason said that previous 
attempts to outlaw the special 
charge to hunters through 
General Assembly measures 
have been unsuccessful. He ex- 
plained that the Western 
Maryland Legislators have 
unanimously supported 
abolishment of the charge on 


#rounds that it discriminates 
against hunters. However, the 
majority of Legislators have 
supported the DNR’s position 
that the special fee is 
necessary to offset game 
management costs. 

Now Mason says he will act 
on a request from the 2100- 
member Allegany-Garrett 
Sportsmen's Association, 
which hopes to have the land 
stamp fee abolished through a 
concurring Attorney General's 
opinion, and approach which 
Mason said apparently has not 
been tried yet. 

An October 10 letter to 
Mason from AGSA secretary 
Dennis Tompkins stated that 
the special fee, “is clearly 
unlawful.” 


“It discriminates against 
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state hunters by placing a fee 
azainst them which Is not 
oarallelled by similar charges 
to any other proup of sports- 
men using public lands,"’ he 
said. 

Mason added that he too 
feels the unfair collection 
practice has been going on too 
long already. 

An Attorney General's 
opinion supporting the position 
of Mason and the Sportsmen's 


organization would force the 
DNK to eliminate the charpe tuo 
hunters

Jobs: The growth rate in jobs has not been sufficient. 
County govemment has failed to adopt a progressive 
jobs program. and has done virtually nothing to attract 
beneficial business which provides employment. The 
increase in jobs is due to the fact that our county has 
the people and natural resources which brought bus!- 
ness here. 


Spending: County spending has just about doubled 
during my opponent's years in office. This spending 
has been supported by taxes collected from the peo- 
ple. Both assessments and the tax rate have in- 
creased since my opponent took office.

In demonstration of 
this we can look to a rideriess bus system, the county 
purchase of a private residence in Oakland for $59,000 
for temporary offices which is now apparently 
designated as a future parking lot, and constantly 
overflowing trash dumpsters.

Reserve Grain 


May Be Rotated 


Paul A. Crowl, Chairperson 
af the Maryland Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
(ASC) Committee, said grain 
placed in the farmer-held re- 
serve may be rotated as new 
crops are harvested. He 
pointed out that rotation will 
help maintain the quality of 
reserve prain. 

“(One method of rotating re- 
serve prain is for the farmer 
with sufficient storage 
capacity to store his most 
recent harvest on his farm, 
and then obtain authorization 
fram the county ASC com- 
mittee to release the older 
crop(s) from the other bin‘s).”” 

A second method is for the 
producer to get permission 
from the county committee 
about 30 days before harvest, 
to release the reserve grain 
which is then placed in a 
hicensed warehouse. ‘The 
county ASCS office will hold 
the warehouse receipt until the 
new harvest is in place,”

Rules For Coal, Wood Stove Users 





This week's article, the second in a series on sulid fuel heat- 
ing equipment. concerns safe mstallation methods. The Republi- 
an 1s cooperating with the state fire marshal's office in pre- 
senting information in weekly segments on the selection, instal- 
ation, use and maintenance of coal and wood heating stoves. 

INSTALLATION 

Coal and wood burning stoves are radiant heaters. Radiant 
heat usually provides greater comfort than other types of heat, 
such as heat from forced air systems. Radiant heat is the type of 
heat produced by an electric heater and by the sun. A person 
mav feel comfortable in an area heated to a relatively low 
temperature by radiant heat if the heated area is protected from 
drafts. However, an oxygen consuming fire must be provided 
with a continuous supply of fresh air which means that venti- 
lation is essential. not only for proper combustion but also for the 
safety of the occupants. Normal air leakage in a dwelling is 
usually sufficient but mas not be in a well-insulated house unless 
a window 1s left cracked upen. Exhaust fans should be used 
judiciously. since a fan that is on could pull products of com- 
bustion from a fireplace into the living area. Stoves are some- 
times over-fired; the stoves and their chimney connectors and 
chimney flues may become red hot. Over-firing, coupled with 
inadequate clearances and lack of constant attention, have 
resulted in manv fires that would not have otherwise occurred. 

CLEARANCES OF STOVES 
Stoves must be provided with adequate clearances from all 

combustible materials. The minimum clearances needed for 
safety are specified in Heat Producing Appliance Clearances 
(NFPA No. 89M — 1971). The clearances indicated in Table 1 
were excerpted from Table 1 of NFPA No. 89M

MOUNTING ON FLOOR 
NFPA's Fire Protection Handbook, 13th edition, has specific 
requirements for mounting free-standing residential stoves on the 
floor Among the approved methods are the following: 

(1) Where the stove has legs that provide at least 18 inches of 
open space between the stove and the floor. 

(2) Where the stove has leys that provide at least 4 inches of 
open space between the stove and the floor and where No. 24 
gage or thicker sheet metal entirely covers the floor under the 
stove and also extends out at least 18 inches beyond the stove at 
the front or the side where the ashes are removed. 

(31 Where a stove is fisted specifically for installation on a 
floor of combustible material, it may be mounted in accordance 
with specified instructions 

CONNECTORS AND VENTS 
Where a stove is to be vented into a chimney flue by a 
chimney connector. the connector should be of corrosion-resistant 
steel of a thickness not less than shown in Table 2. (These data 
were excerpted from NFPA No. 211).

STOVE CONNECTORS 

The connector must have an internal cross-sectional area not 
less than that of the flue collar of the stove. The connector must 
be as straight and as short as possible, preferably with not more 
than one ur, at most, two sweeping 90 degree elbows or the 
equivalent. The horizontal portion should be not more than 75 
percent as long as the vertical portion of the chimney flue, above 
the puint of connection. 

CLEARANCE OF CONNECTOR 
The clearance of a chimney connector should be not less than 
18 inches from the nearest combustible material 
CONNECTION OF CONNECTOR TO CHIMNEY FLUE 

Where connected to a masonry chimney, a chimney con- 
nector is required by NFPA No. 211 to extend through the 
masvunry wall to the inner face of the liner but not beyond, and to 
be cemented to the masonry; or a thimble must be connected to 
the masonry wall of the chimney and the connector installed in 
the thimble without cement (for easy removal for cleaning, 
replacement. etc.). High temperature cement must be used for 
all cementing. Where the connector is inserted in a thimble, 
though not cemented, the joint must be sufficiently tight to 
prevent dislodyment of the connector by the force of a “puff” 
from sudden ignition in the stove's firebox. 

CONNECTOR THROUGH WALLS 

NFPA No. 211 does not permit a chimney connector to pass 
through any floor or ceiling or through any fire wall cr fire 
partition. However, where necessary, a connector may pass 
through a partition other than a fire partition under any of the 
following conditions: 

‘1; Where a ventilated type metal thimble, is used. Such a 
thimble must be at least 12 inches larger in diameter than the 
chimney connector 

(21 Where a metal or burned fire-clay thimble is used and the 
thimble is surrounded on all sides by not less than 8 inches of 
brickwork or equivalent fire-proofing material. 

131 Where all combustible material is cut out of the partition 
wall for a sufficient distance to provide not less than 18 inches 
clearance on all sides of the connector. Any material used to 
cluse this opening must be noncombustible insulating material. 

PITCH, CONFIGURATION, 
AND SUPPORT OF CONNECTOR 

Chimney connectors are required by NFPA No. 211 to 
have an elevated pitch of rise in the horizontal portion of not less 
than 14 inch to the linear foot, so that the point of connection to 
the chimney is at a higher elevation than the end nearest to the 
stove. For example. if the horizontal section of the connector is 
10 feet long, the end of the horizontal section at or nearest to the 
chimney must be not less than 2'z inches higher than the end of 
the horizontal section nearest to the stove (10x0.25 — 2.5). The 
connector must have no sharp turns, as few sweeping bends 
fsuch as a sweeping elbow fitting’ as possible. and be securely 
supported. Joints must be tightly fastened together by an ap- 
proved means such as by rivets, screws, or an approved corru- 
gated joint. After installation, the connector must be readily 
accessible for inspection, cleaning, and replacement. 

DAMPERS AND DRAFT REGULATORS 

An automatic draft regulator actuated by a thermostat may 
be installed for a solid-fuel stove if installed in accordance with 
instructions provided by the manufacturer of the regulator or 
stove. An alternative is installing a manually operated damper 
as an integral part of one section of the chimney connector. (The 
damper is installed in a connector section — one length of stove 
pipe — usually by the installer). The damper section may be 
vertical or horizontal and is usually installed near the stove for 
convenience in operation. 

CONNECTION TO CHIMNEY 

Where an existing chimney is used. it must be large enough 
to provide a draft adequate for exhausting the gaseous products 
of combustion. The cross-sectional area of the chimney flue 
should be at least 25 percent greater than that of the chimney 
connector (stove pipe). 

A stove-chimney connector is not permitted to be connected 
to a chimney flue for a fireplace unless the fireplace opening is 
sealed or unless the flue is pertnanently sealed between the fire- 
place and the stove connector entrance to the flue. Yet, a 
chimney must be used to vent a coal or wood burning stove, for a 
vent other than a chimney flue is not permitted by NFPA No. 211 
to be used for solid-fuel stove. However, the chimney is not re- 
quired to be of masonry construction; it may be a factory-built 
chimney or a metal smoke stack. 

FACTOR Y-BUILT CHIMNEYS 

A factory-built chimney may be used for a coal or wood 
burning stove or for a fireplace where the fireplace is designed 
for use with the chimney. Such metal chimneys (stacks) are 
tested and listed by nationally recognized testing laboratories, 
such as Underwriters’ Laboratories, Inc. (UL). They are efficient 
and easy to install. Soot and creosote buildups are minimized be- 
cause of rapid warming of the inner walls of this type chimney. 
This results in increased safety. The necessary clearances from 
combustible inaterials are marked on each section of a UL-listed 
factory -built chimney. Hence, if there is no existing chimney that 
can be readily used, a factory-built chimney offers a practical 
solution. (Factory-built chimneys are required by NFPA No. 211 
to be laboratory listed and installed in accordance with listing in- 
structions). 

A factory-built chimney can also be used in a home where an 
existing chimney is below standard, is deteriorated, or serves a

another. Besides, multiple connections sometimes result in un- 
satisfactory operation. If two or more stoves, such as a room 
heater and a cook stove, are connected to the same chimney flue, 
despite the recommendations against doing so, the connectors 
must enter the chimney at different elevations. A common flue 
must, of course, be of sufficient size to provide an adequate draft 
for all the stoves connected to it. The minimum cross sectional 
area should not be less than shown in Table 3, which was ex- 
cerpted from Table 12 of Chapter 26 of the 1972 Guide and Data 
Book [Equipment] of ASHRAF (American Society of Heating, 
Refrigerating, and Air Conditioning Engineers). The availability 
of good factory-built chimneys. however, should obviate the need 
for multiple connections to a common chimney flue. 


FACTORY-BUILT FIREPLACES 
Complete factory-built fireplaces with a factory-built chim- 
ney, which are available as package units, include a roof jack 
assembly, fire stopping materials, all other parts for a complete 
installation, and instructions for clearances, etc. As in the case of 
factory-built chimneys, NFPA No. 211 requires factory-built fire-

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As the shelter and its 
operations will now be a joint 
effurt of the Garrett County 
Commissioners and Garrett 
Community College. I con- 
tacted Comnussioner Don S. 
Bender and ©. Randall Har- 
man, chairman of the 
Math/Science division of 
Garrett Community College. 

Conutussioner Bender stated 
that although the shelter 1s 
closed, Dug Warden Roy 
Arnold is still on duty to attend 
to stray animals. Because 
there are no shelter facilities 
to house strays at the present 
tume, they will be euthamsed 
immediately by Mr. Arnold. 
An answering service IS ac- 
vepting calls for the dog 
warden’s services. 

This being the case. it is 
imperative that local pet 
owners provide their anunals 
with identification tags, and all 
dows should be licensed where 
applicable Animals _ properly 
identified and licensed will be 
returned to their owners.

The new shelter and the 
veterinary-technology program 
Is expected to be a major 
improvement over past ser- 
vices. In answer to “What do | 
do about my lost pet, or if I 
find an animal?’’ consider 
these suygestions: 

— Classified advertisements 
in this newspaper will reach 
the greatest number of county 
residents, and they are 
economical. Include the 
animal's sex. breed, color. age 
and any identifying charac- 
teristics in your advertise- 
ment. 

Contact local veteri- 
narians and law enforcement 
officials concerning injured 
animals they may have been 
called about 

— Place Inexpensive 
Zeroxed posters in grocery 
stores, and various public 
bulletin boards. 

— If you find a lost animal, 
allow the original owner ample 
time to respond to your ad- 
vertisement. He or she should 
be glad to reimburse you for 
any expense you may have 
incurred in the animal's 
benefit If no one claims the 
animal. make every attempt to 
place it in a good home if you 
yourself are not able to keep it. 
As a last resort, consider 
humane euthanasia by your 
local veterinarian. Above all. 
do not return the animal 
outside to fend for itself. 

When dealing with any 
societal problem. including 
animal control, we must 
remember that the public 
caused the problem, therefore 
the public has to deal with the 
problem. Being a responsible 
pet owner includes advocating 
spaying and neutering — and 
that’s the solution to half the 
problem! 


Warning 


Antifreeze and summer 
collants used in automobiles 
are potential problems for 
fanuly pets and other small 
animals. the Maryland Veteri- 
nary Medical Association 
warned this week. 

This 1s the time of year when 
automobile owners change or 
replenish their car radiator 
systems and, all too often, the 
antifreeze which has been 
drained from radiators and 
allowed to he in gutters 
becomes a prune source for 
animal puisoning. 

Antifreeze has a sweet taste, 
pleasant aroma and an at- 
tractive color which attracts 
small animals. 

Almost all permanent types 
of antifreeze contains glycols 
which are highly toxic and can 
cause severe kidney damage 
or death if swallowed in suf- 
ficient quantities, the veteri- 
narv association warned. Signs 
of such poisoning include 
nervousness, vomiting and a 
staggering gait.

With Garrett County winter 
winds very close at hand, 
every effort should be made to 
get the most out of your energy 
dollars. Here are some tips to 
help in conserving energy as 
you work with the interior of 
your home: 

—Place furniture far enough 
away from radiators, 
reyisters, and cold air vents to 
permit easy circulation of 
heated or cooled air. You will 
be more comfortable in winter 
if you keep furniture away 
from windows and outside 
walls, especially if they are not 
adequately insulated. 

—Wing chairs give protec- 
tion from drafts and are 
warmer than open-arm chairs. 
In winter, soft upholstery 
fabric feels warmer than 
leather. plastic or wood; or use 
a warm-colored slipcover on 
furniture or throws made from 
soft, fuzzy fabric. 

—Carpets are warmer to 
touch and offer more insulation 
than tile, wood, slate or resi- 
hent floor coverings. Wall-to- 
wall carpet laid over a cushion 
or pad, has greater insulating 
qualities than room size or 
area rugs. Generally, the 
thicker and denser the carpet. 
the preater the insulation 
value. Wool and acrylic fibers 
provide the best insulation and 

nylon is the least effective. 

—Iaght colors reflect light 
while dark colors absorb it. 
You will need less illumination 
In a room if you paint or paper 
the walls in light colors. Light 
is reflected back into a room 
when ceilings are painted in 
lighter colors. 

—Warm colors (pinks, reds 
and oranges) add psycho- 
logical warmth to a room. Cool 
colors (blues and greens) tend 
to make a room feel cool. Con- 
sider warm colors for northern 
exposures and cool colors for 
rooms with a heavy western 
exposure. Slipcovers, throws. 
and accessories can _ be 
changed with the season to 
give a feeling of warmth or

307 Inspections — The Board 
may, from time to time, but not 
less than annually, order the 
inspection of any licensed 
junkyard to determine its com- 
reliance with this Ordinance. 
Every licensee shall allow such 
inspection of the junkyard 
premises by the person or 
persons appointed by the Board. 
308 Revocation of license — In 
addition to the remedies pro- 
vided in Article V, below, the 
Board may revoke any junkyard 
heense if the Board finds 
evidence of violation of this 
Ordinance; provided however, 
that the Board shall first have 
given the licensee written notice 
stating its reasons for proposing 
to do so, and allowing the 
heensee not less than sixty days 
within which the lhcensee may 
take the specified corrective 
action or actions to forestall the 
proposed revocation. 


ARTICLE IV. STANDARDS 


400 General provisions 
A. The requirements of this 
Ordinance shall be supple- 


mentary to and shall not 
contravene any requirements 
pertaining to junkyards 
specified in any zoning ordi- 
nance adopted by the Board 
pursuant to the authority of 
Article 66B of the Annotated 
Code, but the provisions of 
this Ordinance shall prevail 
to the extent that they are 
more restrictive.

ments of Section 402 in this

Setbacks 


. Except for areas occupied 


by vegetative or architec- 
tural screening, no portion of 
a junkyard property that is 
occupied for junkyard 
purposes may be located 
closer than the following 
distances: 

1. From the right-of-way line 
of a public road or high- 
way: twenty-five feet. 

2. From any land owned or 
leased by a government 
agency for recreation, open 
space, conservation or 
telated purposes: five 
hundred feet 

3. From a residence, retail 
business, school, hospital, 
or other health care 
facilities: two hundred feet, 
unless from the evidence 
submitted, the Board con- 
cludes that proposed 
method of screening the 
junkyard would effectively 
prevent the junkyard from 
being detrimental to or 
detracting from the value 
of every such use. 


. Upon a finding of unneces- 


sary hardship pursuant to 
Section 301F, the Board may, 
in the case of a non-con- 
forming junkyard 

1. authorize a permanent 
setback variance from any 
permanent structure; 

2. establish permanent 
setback lines less stringent 
than those specified in 
Section 401A, provided that 
such setbacks shall conform 
as nearly as is reasonably 
Possible under the circum- 
stances to the setbacks 
specififed in Section 401A; 
and 

3. authorize a temporary 
setback variance for a 
period not exceeding nine

. Each lheensed junkyard 
shall, within nine months of

The Board 
may waive the requirement 
for installing additional 
screening where the Board 
concludes that the junkyard 
will not be visible from a 
public road or from every 
adjoiming property, provided 
that the applicant agrees to 
maintain such screening as 
then exists.

Absentee J oting 


Is October 31 


According to the Board of 
Supervisors of Elections for 
Garrett County, the deadline 
for receipt of absentee ballot 
applications for the General 
Election, November 7. 1978 is 
Tuesday, October 31 

The following are eligible to 
vote an absentee ballot: 
members of the Armed Forces, 
their spouses and dependents; 
members of the Merchant 
Marines, their spouses and 
dependents; civilian employees 
of the United States Govern- 
ment serving outside the 
United States. their spouses 
and dependents; personnel of 
the American Red Cross, 
Women's Auxiliary Service, 
Pilots, USO. and Society of 
Friends who are serving with 
the Armed Forces outside the 
United States and their spouses 
and dependents; the ill and 
disabled, those confined in or 
restricted to an Institution; a 
Tegistered voter who. for any 
reason, is absent from the 
county on election day 

Any registered voter other- 
wise qualified to vote may 
apply for an emergency ab- 
sentee ballot if notified after 
October 31 and on the day of 


election prior to the time the 
polls close that he is required 
to be absent from the county, 
or if he is unable to be phy sic- 
ally present at the poils as a 
result of illness or accident 
occurring after October 31, or 
if he is unable to be present 
because of a death or serious 
illness in his immediate family 
occurring after the time for 
making application The 
emergency application shall be 
made under the penalty of 
perjury, but without formal 
oath, setting forth the reason 
why the voter is unable to be 
at the polls on the day of 
election 

Registration books remain 
closed fifteen days after a 
general election and wiil re- 
open on Noveniver 24 for regis- 
tration and other transactions.

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Finzel Man Killed 
During Attack On 
Baltimore Police 


A 22-year-old Finzel resident 
was shot and killed Sunday 
evening by Baltimore City 
Police when he charged them 
with a bow and arrow 

The man was identified as 
Harvey Michael Zuckerman. 
He was shot at least seven 
times as he charged at the 
police, who had fired a hail of 
at least 26 bullets. A Baltimore 
policeman, Nelson F. Bell, Jr., 
reniains in very critical con- 
dition after he was wounded in 
the head by a richocheting 
bullet. 

No motive was immediately 
determined for Mr. Zucker- 
mans behavior prior to the 
shooting. Reports indicated he 
had entered the Trailways Bus 
terminal earlier in the day and 
asked that a check be cashed 
so he could buy a ticket to 
Tennessee. Officials refused to 
cash the draft, and he returned 
several times later in the day. 

Finally, he barricaded him- 
self behind his luggage, and 
later jumped behind a wall and 
a truck near the Howard 
theatre. At one point he 
emerged to shvot urrows at the 
bus terminal, and reportedly at 
one point had been holding a 
.30-.30 rifle aimed and at police 
and refused to drop it despite 
six warning shots. 

He then went behind the wall 
and came out holding a cocked 
compound bow Police said 
they opened fire after Zucker- 
man made a = menacing 
gesture 

Mr. Zuckermnan, a former 
University of Maryland stu- 
dent, was a son of Michael 
Zuckerman, and Mrs. Zucker- 
man, of near Frostburg. 

Surviving are two brothers. 
John Zuckerman, College 
Park, and David Zuckerman.

Drill 31 Wells, 
Five In Garrett 


The Coluinbia Gas System 
announced lust Wednesday it 
would participate in two pro- 
prams costing a total of $14 
million to recover natural gas 
from shale formations in 
Appalachia. 


The programs _ involve 
drilling 31 wells, 21 in Ohio, 
five in New York, and five in 
Garrett County, und then 
artificially fracturing the 
underground shale formation 
in an effort to increase their 
ability to produce natural gas. 


Preliminary agreements for 
the two progranis have been 
signed with the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Energy The first pro- 
yram was jointly submitted to 
the Department of Energy by 
the Mitchell Energy Corp.. 
Houston, Texas, and the 
Columbia system. It calls for 
drilling 11 wells over a 32- 
month period in southwest 
Gallia County, Ohio beginning 
next spring. 


The second program is ex- 
pected to begin next year, with 
15 wells scheduled for 1979. 
five each in Lorain and Truin- 
bull Counties 1n Ohio and 
Steuben County, N. Y. Five 
additional wells are to be 
drilled in Garrett County in 
1980. 


The 20-well program is estl- 
mated to cost about $6.5 
million with costs to ve shared 
by Columbia and the Depart- 
ment of Energy. 


Marvin White, board chair- 
man of Columbia Gas of Ohio, 
said the program, If success- 
ful, will determine how much 
pas cun be economically re- 
covered from the trillions of 
cubic feet of natural zas known 
to exist in Appalachia by 
assessing what fracturing 
techniques work best and 
measuring their cost. 


The goal of these programs 
1s to find the best way to un- 
lock the dense, tightly com- 
pressed structure of shale to 
release the gas we know Is 
there and do it in volumes that 
are economical to produce.” 
White said. 


“Drilling for shale yas Is 
nothing new.” White added 
“Columbia has been doing it 
for years in the Big Sandy 
Basin of southwestern 
Virginia and eastern Kentucky 
The proposed programs seek to 
produce yas from previously 
undeveloped shale areas *

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Commissioners Approve $1.3 Million 
Bond Program With State DOT 


The proposal to participate 
in a $1.3 million bond program 
with the Maryland Department 
of Transportation was a chief 
topic during Monday's meeting 
of the Garrett County Com- 
missioners. 

The bond issue, which will be 
repaid from the county's share 
of gasoline usage taxes, will 
permit the county to purchase 
new equipment. Processing of 
the bond issue began about a 
year ayo. 

The funds will be used to 
purchase five six-wheel drive 
graders with V-plows and two 
front end loaders also equipped 
with V-plows. The bid will be 
awarded to Powlen Equipment 
Co., Hagerstown, which sub- 
mitted the lowest bids meeting 
specifications. All new equip- 
ment will be John Deere 
models. 

Bid price was $62,345 for 
each grader; $81,526 for each 
loader. 

According to Herbert 
McCrobie, administrative engi- 
neer for the county roads 
department, the bid package 
includes a five-year main- 
tenance guarantee for each 
piece of equipment. If repairs 
total more than $7,000 during 
the five-year period for the 
graders, or $7,000 for the 
loaders, Powlen Equipment 
will make up the difference. 

There is also a five-year re- 
purchase clause in the con- 
tract, which guarantees a price 
of $51.400 for the graders and 
$46,000 for the loaders for sale 
or trade to Powlen. 

Mr. McCrobie also noted that 
six-wheel drive rather than 
four-wheel drive had been 
specified for the loaders, to 
give the equipment more 
traction and plowing power. 

In other business, the com- 
missioners reviewed a brief re- 
port on the county's audit for 
fiscal 1978, which showed the 
county to be “in fine fiscal 
shape,” according to Com- 
missioner chairman George 
Edwards. Mr. Edwards said 
the ratio of assets to liabilities 
for the period was approxi- 
mately 1.25 to 1, showing good 
financial stability. He also 
pointed out that the county has 
a very low rate of bond in- 
debtedness. a plus if there 
should be a need to float addi- 
tional bonds. 

The full report also included 
recommendations for improve- 
ment which will be presented 
in a a management letter to 
the new board of com- 
missioners when it takes office 
in January. 

The Commissioners voted to 
adopt the five-year capital 
improvements plan as pre- 
sented by the Board of Fdu- 
cation last week. Bids will be 
opened in the near future for 
the new Grantsville Ele- 
mentary School and the reno- 
vation of the Dennett Road 
School 

The Board of Education had 
requested $114.000 from the 
Commissioners to design a new 
elementary school for Acci- 
dent, which is also in the five 
year capital improvements 
plan. Presently the main 
school building 1s nearly 60 
years old, while the kinder- 
garten building was con- 
structed in 1957. A third 
structure, a portable facility 
for special education pupils 
throughout the northern 
section of the county, would 
also be replaced. 

The Board has selected a site 
just outside of Accident on the 
Accident-Bittinger Road for 
the new school. 

The present school budget 
includes $10,000 planning funds 
for the new school, but School 
Superintendent Dr. William 
Buser said that sum will te 


enough only for selection of an 
architect and preliminary 
work. 

Under new guidelines set by 
the state's Interagency Com- 
mittee for Public School Con- 
struction, counties are re- 
sponsible for design plans as 
well as site acquisitions. 


State Board Of 
Ed. To Discuss 


Snow Problems 

Heavy snow will be on the 
agenda of the Maryland State 
Board of Education when tt 
meets today to consider new 
tules for school systems that 
shut down on account of bad 
weather or other natural or 
civil disasters. 

Proposed is a set of stiff con- 
ditions for school systems that 
may want to complete fewer 
than 180 days in a school year. 
Legislation enacted by the 
General Assembly authorized 
the State Board to modify the 
180-day per school year 
requirement without jeopardy 
to state aid. 

Guidelines the State Board 
will be asked to consider lay 
down two conditions: that 
school systems schedule more 
than 180 days at the beginning 
of the school year, and that 
they schedule make-up days 
and up to five days beyond the 
original closing date in an 
effort to reach 180 days. 

Also proposed is that the 
Board consider waiving the 
180th day if it falls on a Mon- 
day, plus any days that can't 
be made up even though the 
system uses make-up days and 
the five-day school year ex- 
tension. 

Individual school closinyzs on 
account of bad weather may be 
OK‘d by the state school super- 
intendent under the proposals 
before the Board.

matters pertaining to the 
implementation of the 
Omnibus Crime Control and 
Safe Streets Act. The Council 
has the responsibility to 
identify criminal justice prob- 
lems, to develop programs and 
projects designed to resolve 
those problems, to establish 
objectives and priorities for 
the implementation of these 
solutions. and to otherwise 
assist the Governor's Com- 
mission on Law Enforcement 
and the Administration of 
Justice in performing the plan- 
ning functions required by the 
provisions of the Safe Streets 
Act. This responsibility ex- 
tends to all matters pertaining 
to criminal justice including, 
but not lunited to crime pre- 
vention, law enforcement, 
police, prosecution, defense, 
courts. adult rehabilitation and 
juvenile rehabilitation. 

Additionally, the Council 
shall review all applications 
from units of local government 
for funding by the Governor's 
Commission, and shall submit 
recommendations to the Com- 
mission as the basis for fund- 
ing decisions that are required 
by the provisions of the Safe 
Streets Act.

We have taken the time to 
check into your allegations, 
and find that you apparently 
do not have all the facts 
concerning the $1.3 million 
bond Issue. 

Fact number one: By joining 
the bond issue now, the county 
can take advantage of a 
favorable state bond rate. In 
addition, by bidding five road 
graders and two front-end 
loaders at the same time, the 
county can take advantage of 
better ‘fleet rate’ prices for 
buying in quantity. 

Fact number two. These new 
pieces of equipment will 
upgrade the present equipment 
by at least 15 years. critical in 
light of the amounts of time 
the 1951 and 1952 equipment 
has been “down” for repair. 

Fact number three: The new 
equipment will save an 
estimated $25,000 per year in 
parts replacement alone for 
the outdated equipment now in 
use. This says nothing about 
the many thousands more 
dollars the present equipment 
is costing in labor and lost 
roadwork time due to constant 
repairs to vintage machines. 

Fact number four: New 
equipment is extremely ex- 
pensive and would have 
required a bond issue at any 
time purchase of new equip- 
ment was planned. 

Fact number five: The 
Commissioners have just paid 
off a bond issue dating from 
several years ago, thus 
relieving the county of one of 
its debts, and placing the 
county at its lowest rate of 
indebtedness in years. 

Fact number six: Prepara- 
tions to participate in the bond 
issue started approximately 
one year ago, not just in the 
final weeks of the Board of 
Conunissioners’ term. 

The old equipment has been 
in sad shape and a big drain on 
the budget for many years. 
Another point to be noted is 
that the severity of the past 
two winters have been a 
tremendous strain on the 
county roads department 
budget. Hundreds of hours of 
overtime and additional fuel 
costs for 24-hour-per-day 
equipment operation could not 
be foreseen and posed a real 
problem insofar as budgeting 
funds for equipment 
replacement.

Dear Mr. Editor: 

In last week's paper Mr 
Clifford Friend chose to write 
a letter once more clouding the 
issues, (as he has a way of 
doing). 

What County Assessors is 
Mr. Friend speaking of? The 
assessors are State employees 
who assess county property. 
The State had set the assess- 
ments at 50% of property value 
(This year that has dropped to 
45%). This means that until 
this year if a property was 
worth $20,000. then it was to be 
assessed at $10,000 ($9,000 at 
this year's figures). 

Concerning inheritance tax, 


Mr. Friend states that 

Although the assessed valu- 
ation is not the only consider- 
ation, such figures are gener- 
ally taken into account by real 
estate appraisers when they go 
out to set valuations for 
inheritance tax purposes.”’ Any 
appraiser who is doing his job 
honestly goes to the property 
to be appraised and makes his 
judyment as to its value from 
his knowledge and experience 
in appraisal. I have never 
known an appraiser to do an 
appraisal for inheritance tax 
purposes and use the assess- 
ment set by the assessors.

He said a consultant's report 
showing that BG&E paid 30 
percent more for coal for 13 
months bezinning in July 1977 
than the state average does not 
tell the whole story.

Franklin said. “With almost no 
exception our single coal 
burning unit has to burn a 
much higher quality coal than 
any other power plant in the 
state and we pay the price.”

‘To look at a set of figures 
from federal reports is abso- 
lutely valueless if you are 
trying to compare fuel costs,”’ 
he said.

Goldstein Gives 
Lesson On Metric 
Beverage Sizes 


“Metric conversion can be 
seen everywhere from 
sprocket wrenches to cooking 
recipes. Now it's the wine 
bottle’s turn and with the in- 
crease in the consumption rate 
of wine, wine lovers will easily 
notice slight changes in their 
favorite bottled brands,” State 
Comptroller Louis L. Goldstein 
said recently. 

Nearly $3.1 million was col- 
lected in wine tax revenues 
during Fiscal Year 1978, up 
from $2.4 million in Fiscal 
Year 1973. The additional 
receipts reflect an increased 
consumption of wine in Mary- 
land. 

The growing body of wine 
drinkers should note that, as of 
January 1, 1979, all wine pro- 
ducts bottled at the production 
source will be labeled in 
metric volumes, ranging from 
100-milliliter sample minia- 
tures to multi-liter jugs, in 
accordance with regulations 
issued by the U. S. Treasury's 
Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco 
and Firearms. 

‘‘Maryland consumers 
should be aware of the dif- 
ferences in volume between 
metric bottles and bottle sizes 
we've been used to,” Goldstein 
said. ‘‘In most cases those 
measured under the metric 
system will contain less wine 
than the familiar pints, quarts, 
gallons, and so on.” 

Comptroller Goldstein, 
whose office will monitor the 
metrication of alcoholic 
beverages in Maryland, 

























Pointed out the 750-milliliter 
size in wine bottles, for 
example, will contain 25.4 fluid 
ounces — two-tenths of a fluid 
ounce less than its former 
counterpart, the fifth. (4/5 qt., 
25.6 fl. oz.). 

The 1.5-liter containers will 
carry 50.7 fluid ounces, a de- 
crease of one-half of a fluid 
ounce from the customary 2/5 
gallon model, (51.2 fl. oz.) and 
the three-liter size (101 fl. oz.) 
will hold 1.4 fluid ounces less 
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than the 4/5 gallon vessel. In 
addition, the common two, 
three and four fluid ounce 
series of miniatures will be re- 
placed by one metric size — 
the 100-milliliter sample bottle. 
(3.4 fl. oz.). 

“Consumers will be seeing 
both bottle measurements in 
the stores until all of the old 
stock is sold, but soon every- 
one will get used to the new 
labels and measurements,” 
Comptroller Goldstein added.

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Seven Firemen 
Injured At Fire 


in Baltimore 


BALTIMORE (UPI) — A six- 

alarm fire in a vacant, six- 
storv downtown building 
spewed flames and smoke for 
nearly three hours and seven 
firefighters received minor 
burns fighting the blaze. 

Fire leaped from the roof of 
the brick building and black 
smoke billowed hundreds of 
feet in the air before the blaze 
wus brought under control 
about 7:45 p.m. Tuesday. 

Police blocked off the area 
during the afternoon rush hour 
and commuters were rerouted. 

Baltimore Fire Chief Thomas 
Burke said at least two of the 
injured men were ‘trapped 
briefly’’ inside the building. 
Another firefighter was struck 
by a falling timber and knocked 
down a flight of stairs. 

Burke said the cause of the 
tire was unknown. One fire 
investigator said the fire 
originated on one of the two top 
floors of the building. 

A spokeswoman at Mercy 
llospital said seven firemen 
were treated for burns and all 
were listed in satisfactory 
condition. One man was relea- 
sed. 

She said two firefighters — 
Dennis Daugherty, 27, and 
Richard Armstrong, 29 — had 
first and second degree burns 
and might be admitted to the 
hospital. 

Daugherty had burns on his 
hands and legs. Armstrong was 
burned on his face and hands. 
Another firefighter was treated 
for first and second degree 
burns on his hands and back. 
Three other firemen had 
minor burns on their backs, 
feet or arms, the spokeswoman 
said. 

Nearly 50 fire trucks sur- 
rounded the building after the 
alarm sounded about 5:15 p.m. 
Large cranes were used to 
shoot water onto the roof. 

One hundred people at the 
adjacent Civic Howard Buil- 
ding, a Social Security Adminis- 
tration office, were evacuated 
when the intense heat broke 
windows in that building. 

Water flooded the streets as 
fire hoses criss-crossed a three- 
block area near the Civic 
Center. Hundreds of spectators 
crowded behind ropes set up by 
police.

Hot Dog May 


Have New Look 


BALTIMORE (UPI) — An 
associate professor at Johns 
Hopkins School of Public 
Health Monday challenged hot 
dog producers to devise a new 
shape for the frankfurter to 
prevent children from choking 
to death on hot dogs. 


Susan Baker said the shape 
of the hot dog is a perfect size 
to plug small windpipes. 

“I don't want to come off as 
critical of the hot dog industry, 
but I'd like to challenge the 
manufacturers to come up with 
a hot dog which, without being 
different from the traditional, 
beloved American hot dog, 
might be less likely to asphyxi- 
ate children,” she said. 


The shape of the traditionai 
hot dog was responsible for the 
deaths of six of eight Maryland 
youngsters under 5-years-old 
who choked to death on food 
from 1970 to 1977. The other 
two deaths were caused by 
gumdrops and an unknown 
type of food. 


While she said her statistics 
are too meager to draw con- 
clusions, she said the danger is 
clear enough that parents 
should be warned. 


“Hot dogs are wonderful for 
the parent,” said Mrs. Baker, 
who is also a researcher in the 
medical examiner's office. 
“It's a food that can be easily 
held by the infant. But each 
bite is going to be round and, if 
it isn't chewed thoroughly and 
the child inhales suddenly, it 
can be drawn into the wind- 
pipe.”’ 

She said the problem might 
be solved by changing the 
shape of the hot dog slightly. 

For instance, a hole down 
the center might minimize the 
danger of asphyxiation by 
allowing the passage of air if a 
bite should become lodged in a 
child's windpipe, said Mrs. 
Baker. 


She also suggested that hot 
dogs could be made to split 
down the middle in the cooking 
process. 

While manufacturers work 
on the problem, parents should 
split their children's hot dogs 
before serving them, Mrs. 
Baker said.

Doctors Study 
Excitable Cells 
Of Sea Animals 


COLLEGE PARK, MD 
(UPI) — Two doctors at the 
University of Maryland 
Medical School are studying 
the ‘excitable’ cells of sea 
animals, including the North 
Atlantic squid caught near 
Ocean City, to learn more 
about similar cells in the 
human nervous system. 

Drs. F. J. Brinley Jr. and L. 
Goldman are conducting their 
research under a $1.4 million 
grant from the national insti- 
tute of Neurological and Com- 
municative Disorders and 
Stroke in Bethesda, Md. 

Brinley and Goldman said 
their three-year project is not 
aimed at curing any particular 
disease of the nervous system, 
but rather at promoting a 
fundamental understanding of 
the system. 


“By understanding how 
excitable cells in nerves and 
muscles function under normal 
circumstances, we can better 
understand what goes wrong 
and how to cure a disease,” 
Brinley said. 

Excitable cells conduct 
impulses in the bodies of 
animals and man. 

The researchers said the sea 
animals are excellent subjects 
for study because their ex- 
citable nerve fibers are large 
and similar to those of 
humans. 

In addition to the North 
Atlantic squid, the doctors are 
studying marine worms from 
the Bay of Fundy, which have 
nerve fibers 500 times larger 
than those in the human body. 

“It’s very fundamental,”’ 
said Goldman. “We seek to 
understand the nature of the 
molecular machinery that is 
responsible for generating the 
nervous impulses.” 

He said the nerve cells in the 
human brain function by 
means of excitable cells so any 
neurological disorder involving 
malfunction of the electrical 
activities might benefit by 
their studies.

No Natural Gas 
Shortage Expected 


BALTIMORE (UPI) — The 
State Energy Police Office says 
Maryland will have enough fuel 
to get through the winter 
because of increased natural 
gas supplies, but urged busi- 
nesses and homeowners to 
continue conservation efforts 


A report issued Tuesday by 
the state agency said ‘no 
significant shortages will occur 
under either normal or cold 
winter assumptions.” 


“Without an exception, all the 
major gas distribution compa- 
nies in Maryland are reporting 
a higher percentage of natural 
gas for the forthcoming 
season,’’ the report said. 


However, it said energy 
conservation should be con- 
tinued. The report said conser- 
vation will be pushed even 
more this year than wi the past. 


The last two winters have 
been colder than normal and 
there were fuel shortages, last 
year due to the nationwide coal 
miners’ strike. 


But this year natural yas will 

be available in adequate 
quantities, due in part to the 
Cove Point Liquified Natural 
Gas plant, which will become 
fully operational early next 
year, the report said. 


Also contributing to the 
supply will be synthetic gas 
that may become available 
from the new Baltimore Gas 
and Electric Co. production 
plant. 


Zoo Officials Say 
Snake And Reptile 


Exhibit Is Unsafe 


BALTIMORE (UPI) — Two 
Baltimore Zoo officials said an 
exhibit of exotic snakes and 
reptiles at an Ellicott City 
amusement park is ‘‘shoddy” 
and ‘‘unsafe’’ and should be 
corrected. 

Stefan Graham, acting direc- 
tor of the Baltimore Zoo, and 
Frank Groves, curator of the 
Zoo's reptiles, said Tuesday in a 
report to the Howard County 
government that the Enchanted 
Forest Amusement Park is ‘in 
need of a great deal of 
attention to protect the public’s 
safety.”

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Carter Signs Bill To Free 


Airlines From Federal Control 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
President Carter has jubilantly 
signed the end to 4() vears of 
federal control — and protec- 
tion — of the airlines, and 
carriers were poised today for 
an “Oklahoma land = rush” 
scramble to claim idle air 
Toutes. 

Representatives of more than 
a dozen carriers have camped 
in line outside the Civil 
Aeronautics Board for a week. 
day and night, rain and shine, 
through heat and cold, to reap 
this first reward of the airline 
deregulation bill. 

CAB officials said they would 
be admitted this morning — 
some trying to hang onto non- 
stop routes their lines have not 
used, others seeking to take 
over routes their competitors 
no longer serve. 

The first carrier to ask for a 
specific dormant route will get 
it. but each must serve all the 
routes it requests. 

United Airlines, the nation’s 
largest carrier, was first in 
line. 

CAB Chairman Alfred Kahn 
— who fought for deregulation 
and now is being sought by 
Carter as the nation’s top 
inflation fighter — laughingly 
told reporters at the signing of 
the deregulation bill Tuesday 
the scramble for unused routes 
would be like ‘a second 
Oklahoma land rush.” 

The route rush was only the 
first sign of increased competi- 
tion the deregulation measure 
is designed to produce. Carter,

in a jubilant signing ceremony, 
said it also would fight 
inflation, promote low fares and 
open the way to the creation of 
new airlines. 

The new law phases out 
federal regulatory activities 
dating back to 1938, including 
protections against competition 
and exemptions from antitrust 
laws. 

It authorize airlines to cut 
fares by up to 90 percent 
without prior CAB clearance, or 
to raise fares by up to 5 
percent on “competitive” 
routes. Carter said this would 
let millions of Americans afford 
to fly for the first tume. 

It allows each airline to pick 
one new domestic or foreign 
route without prior board 
approval each January for the 
next three years. and makes it 
much easier for new airlines to 
be formed. 

And it will phase out the CAB 
in three stages through Jan. 1, 
1985, leaving airlines subject 
only to safety regulations and 
antitrust laws after that date. 
First the board will lose all 
authority over routes after 1982, 
over fares after 1983, and go 
out of existance after 1984. 
Airline officials cautioned 
against expecting major im- 
provements in non-stop service 
as a result of the competition 
for unused routes. Although 
there are thousands of cities 
between which airlines have 
suspended non-stop service, 
they said. only a few hundred 
are financially attractive. 


Dr. Jascalevich Found Not Guilty 


HACKENSACK, N.J. (UPI) 

The nightmare began 12 
years ago for Dr Marto E. 
Jascalevich. It ended Tuesday 
in a Bergen County courtroom 
when a jury cleared hun of 
charges he murdered three 
patients with overdoses of 
curare. 

The  six-man, —_ SlLx-woinan 
panel found the surgeon inno- 
cent of charges he administered 
lethal doses of curare to three 
patients at Riverdell Hospital in 
Oradell, N.J., in 1965 and 1966. 
Jurors said the state never had 
a case. 

The surgeon's trial — the 
longest criminal case in New 
Jersey’s history — began in 
February. [It combined the 
mystery and drama of murder- 
by-poison with a constitutional 
confrontation pitting the right 
of a free press against the right 
of a defendant to a fair trial. 
The panel deliberated just 
over two hours before returning 
the verdict in the sensational 
murder trial. The audicnce 
broke into applause. 

“Thank God, justice is done,” 
Jascalevich said. He flashed a 
broad smile and blew a kiss to 


his wife. 
“Thank God an innocent man 
was not convicted.” Jas- 


calevich's wife, Nora, said as 
she led their two pre-school 
children to an office used by his 
attorneys. 

Jascalevich, 51, of Englewood 
Cliffs, N.J., was indicted for 
murder in 1976 after New York 
Tunes reporter Myron Farber 
wrote a series of articles about 
mysterious deaths at Riverdell 
Hospital. Farber was jailed for 
40 days for refusing to turn 
over his notes on the case. 
The stories that helped 
reopen the 10-year-old case and 
brought Farber a $75.000 book 
contract referred to the Argen- 
tunia-born Jascalevich only as 
“Dr. xX" %efore he was 
identified in the indictment 

Less than an hour before the 
verdict was returned, Farber 
was freed from jail by Superior 
Court Judge Theodore Traut- 
wein who said the coercive 
nature of the sentence no 
longer applied because the trial 
was over. 

The state claimed Jas- 
calevicn administered curare to 
patients admitted to the hospi- 
tal for routine operations 
Prosecutor Sybil Moses said the 
surgeon was Jealous of other 
doctors hired by the srmall 
hospital, but the defense said 
the patients died of natural 
causes coupled with medical 
neglect by other doctors at the 
hospital 
Jury members said the state 
did not prove murder had been 
commnitted. 

Henrietta May, a registered 
nurse, said she could not 
conceive how a doctor could 
hide a large syringe and vial of 
curare In @ wU cual. 
“hriatina Kelly, a copy 
writer, noted the testimony of 
Dr. Bo Holmstedt, a toxicolo- 
gist affiliated with the Swedish 
Academy that awards Nobel 


Prizes, indicated curare could 
not survive in embalmed tissue 
for 10 years. 

Doctors frem Riverdell testi- 
fied they became disturbed 
over the high mortality rate at 
the facility in 1966 and 
confronted Jascalevich after 
they found empty or half-empty 
vials of curare in his locker. 
Bergen County authorities 
conducted a brief investigation, 
but could not prove there was 
curare in the bodies of the 
patients. 

But 12 years later, Mrs. 
Moses tried to prove Jas- 
calevich had murdered three 
patients with the curare. a 
muscle-relaxant drug once used 
by South American indians on 
their arrowtips. 


Rep. Beall Disagrees 
With Running Mate 


On Death Penalty 


BALTIMORE (UPI) — Re- 
publican gubernatorial candi- 
date J. Glenn Beall and his 
running mate disagree on the 
issue of capital punishment, 
with Beall favoring the death 
penalty and GOP party chair- 
man Aris Allen opposing it. 
However, the two Republi- 
cans said Tuesday their disa- 
greement over capital 
punishment will not affect their 
“working partnership.”’ 

The 1978 Maryland General 
Assembly passed a capital 
punishment bill, which was 
signed ito law by acting Gov. 
Blair Lee OI. 


“You can't agree with every- 
body on everything,’’ Beall said 
before he appeared on WBAI- 
TV in Baltimore. “Aris and ] 
have talked about the law 
before and it’s not something 
that’s going to cause us any 
problems.” 

Beall said Allen will support 
the state's death penalty law 
and make no attempt to change 
it despite his opposition. 


When I was in the state 
legislature, I voted against it 
and then changed my mind 
when I served (in the US. 
House and Senate) in Washing- 
ton,"’ Beall said. ‘‘I think it is a 
deterrent to crime. Aris 
doesn't.” 

Democratic gubernatorial 
candidate Harry Hughes and 
his running mate, Samuel 
Bogley, recently differed on 
state funding of abortions, 
which was supported by Hughes 
and opposed by Bogley 


Hughes has said Bogley will 
support his position 

Allen said his difference of 
opinion with Beall is not like 
the Hughes-Bogley split

thing,” he said. ‘I have the 
latitude to make up my own 
mind in issues.

Fires Take Toll 
In Three States 
Aeross The Nation 


By United Press International 
By the headlines, the whole 
country might have been 
burning — wind-driven wild- 
fires consuming 38,000 acres of 
brushland and 161 expensive 
homes in California, a mobile 
home court flattened by a gas 
explosion in Texas; and a 
multi-million dollar blaze on the 
famed boardwalk in Atlantic 
City, N.J. 


Five were dead in the Texas 
blast, dozens were injured there 
and in California and 10 store 
buildings were burned in 
Atlantic City in a blaze that 
raged for seven hours before 
firemen could control it. 

Houston District Fire Chief 
Gene Zamorsky, 48, summed up 
the Texas pipeline blast that 
devastated the trailer court in 
suburban Brookside Village 
near his home: 


“I thought it was either a 
plane crash, like in California, 
or a meteor or just plain old 
the end of the world,” he said. 

The blast erupted at 3 a.m. 
Tuesday, ripping a crescent- 
shaped crater in a field beneath 
which the 30-inch pipeline lay 
buried at the edge of the trailer 
court. Witnesses said the 
resulting fireball roared 30U 
feet into the air, leaving seven 
mobile homes, a house, a 
storage barn and more than 20 
automobiles in charred and 
twisted wreckage. 


‘I saw people running. Their 
skin was dripping like water,” 
said police officer Jule Berto- 
thy, one of the first on the 
scene. 


Five people were killed in the 

blast and at least 43 — 
including several children — 
were burned, many seriously. 


Police in California were 
looking for an arsonist in 
connection with the holocaust 
that roared down  brushy 
canyons on _ 60-mile-per-hour 
desert winds to hit the celebrity 
studded Malibu community 
before it finally burned itself 
out along Pacific beaches 
Tuesday. 

There were no deaths, but 53 
injuries were reported and 161 
homes — many in the $250,000 
to $400,000 class — were 
destroyed and 50 to 100 more 
were damaged. 

The flames were capricious. 
Six homes along one private 
road were reduced to ashes, 
while other homes, 40 feet away 
across the street, were untou- 
ched. 

“It's hard to describe the 
feeling,” said Charles Hoffman, 
who lost his $250,000 home. 
“I'm more or less wandering 
around. There's nothing else to 
do. Everything is gone.” 

Mike Brustin lost a $375,000 
home in which he never had 
lived. He said he had closed 
escrow on his ‘‘little piece of 
paradise” only two weeks 
before it burned to the ground. 
The Atlantic City blaze 
roared through 10 connected 
store buildings along the 
boardwalk just a few blocks 
from the casino at the Resorts 
International hotel. There were 
no burn injuries, but more than 
a dozen police and firemen 
were felled by smoke inhalation 
and damage was estimated at 
$2.5 million. 


Steel Plant Worker 
Dies From Carbon 
Monoxide Poisoning 


BALTIMORE (UPI) — A 
blast furnace worker who died 
of carbon monoxide poisoning 
at a Bethlehem Steel plant was 
treated at the company hospital 
for exposure to the gas a week 
before his death, state health 
officials said. 


Officials of the Maryland 
Occupational Safety and Health 
unit said Tuesday that Robert 
Carter suffered carbon monox- 
ide exposure on the job and 
visited the hospital dispensary 
on Oct. 9 


Carter, 36, was found uncon- 
scious and not breathing Oct. 16 
at the blast furnace stove 
where he worked. He was 
pronounced dead of carbon 
monoxide poisoning after he 
was tuken to the company 
hospital. 

Four other persons have died 
of job-related illnesses at the 
steel plant this vear

rates have taken a dramatic 
downturn in the past 15 years 
and a panel of specialists is 
trying to figure out why. 

Is it because heart attack 
victims are getting better care? 
Or because Americans are 
changing their way of life by 
giving up smoking, improving 
their diet, getting more exer- 
cise and lowering their blood 
pressure? 

Or is there a factor nobody 
has recognized? 


This was the topic at the 
second day today of a National 
Institutes of Health conference 
taking a hard look at the 
declining heart disease death 
rates and the possible causes. 
Dr. Lester Breslow, dean of 
the University of California 
School of Public Health at Los 
Angeles, noted Tuesday that 
most other major causes of 
death also are declining and he 
cautioned fellow doctors not to 
focus too minutely on factors 
influencing heart disease. 

“It may be well to consider 
what did begin to affect the 
health of the American people 
favorably during the middle or 
latter part of the 1960s.” he 
said. “We began doing some- 
thing right, and not just for 
coronary heart disease. What 
was it?” 


Dr. Robert Levy, director of 
the National Heart, Lung and 
Blood Institute, opened the 
conference by noting that 
despite an aging and growing 
population, the number of 
Americans who died of cardi- 
ovascular disease last year was 
the lowest since 1963. 

Heart and blood vessel 
disease still kills more Ameri- 
cans than anything else, but 
Levy said the total number of 
deaths from those causes last 
year dropped to about 959,000 — 
18,000 fewer than in 1976. 


“The decline since 1968 in 
coronary heart disease — in the 
heart attack death rate — has 
occurred in both men and 
women, has occurred in every 
age range, and has occurred in 
both our minority and majority 
populations,” Levy said. 

Levy calculated that if the 
1968 heart disease death rate 
had continued into 1976, 164,000 
more Americans would have 
died of heart attacks in one 
year 


The picture, however, varies 
for other parts of the world. Dr 
Fred Epstein of the University 
of Zurich, said there has not 
been much change in heart 
disease death rates for men in 
Canada but there has been a 
distinct decline in Australia 
Sweden is showing a ‘rather 
surprising” increase in male 
heart disease death rates, he 
said, while there are tendencies 
toward a decline in England. 
Striking increases were report- 
ed in Poland, Czechoslovakia. 
Romania and Bulgaria 

Dr. Harry M. Rosenberg of 
the National Center for Health 
Statistics said 1963 was the 
turning point in the American 
heart disease death rate. The 
trend was steadily up until then 
and then the number of deaths 
for a given population size 
began to fall, slowly at first 
and then accelerating in recent 
years. 


Begin Amends Pact, 


Egypt Says It Is 
Generally Acceptable 


JERUSALEM (UPI) — The 
Israeli cabinet today over- 
whelmingly approved the Wash- 
ington-drafted peace treaty 
between Egypt and Israel and 
Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin said it adopted amend- 
ments he made in_ the 
document. 

The vote was 15-0 with two 
abstentions. 

Begin emerged from the 
more than six-hour meeting on 
the third day of the debate and 
told reporters that Foreign 
Minister Moshe Dayan and 
Defense Minister Ezer Weiz- 
man were instructed to return 
to Washington to complete the 
treaty talks with Egypt. 
Begin said in an _ earlier 
interview that it may take until 
mid-December before a pact is 
signed. 


“The cabinet approves in 
principle the draft peace treaty 
between Eyypt and Israel that 
was brought before it by the 
delegation to the peace confer- 
ence in Washington,”’ he said in 
a prepared statement. Begin 
waved off reporters questions. 

‘The cabinet approves the 
amendments proposed by the 
prime minister to the draft 
peace treaty,” Begin said. 
There was no immediate 
indication about the nature of 
the amendments. 


In Cairo an Egyptian s;.ukes- 
man said today that President 
Anwar Sadat also finds the 
US.-drafted peace treaty ac- 
ceptable, although he is seeking 
some alterations in the text. 

Mansour Hussein, spokesman 
for Sadat's National Democrat- 
ic Party, said the Egyptian 
President hopes the treaty will 
be concluded as soon as 
possible, even before the target 
date of Nov. 19. 


“President Sadat says that in 
general the draft is acceptable 
in almost all points,’’ Hussein 
said. “There are only some 
points on which we asked for 
alterations.” 

Hussein did not specify the 
amendments Egypt was seek- 
ing, but reports in the local 
press said Cairo wants the 
linkage between the treaty and 
a solution of the Palestinian 
question to be spelled out in 
stronger language. 


Disease Center 


Slates Programs 


ATLANTA (UPI) — _ The 
United Nations and the national 
Center for Disease Control both 
are planning special observ- 
ances Thursday to mark the 
anniversary of smallpox’ 
demise. 

Through the ages, smallpox 
was responsible for millions of 
deaths around the world, but 
it's been a year since the last 
documented case of smallpox 
was reported. 

Dr. Donald Hopkins, assistant 
operations director for the 
CDC, said today that “in terms 
of magnitude of importance, in 
terms of saving lives, I would 
rate the eradication of smallpox 
to the discovery of penicillin 
and polio vaccine.” 

The CDC said it will publish a 
notice Moa gisee: seward that 
has been offered by the UN's 
World Health Organization for 
discovery of a documented case 
of smallpox anywhere in the 
world during the next year 








Carter Urges 
Seven Percent 
Wage Ceiling 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
President Carter has urged 
workers to limit their wage 
demands to 7 percent to help 
fight inflation and has also said 
businesses should hold down 
their price increases. 

In a televised address Tues- 
day night, Carter called on 
business to hold price increases 
at least 0.5 percent below the 
amount of increase in 1976-77. 

He made it clear the 
government will withhold its 
$80 billion annual purchases 
from firms that don’t comply 
with the voluntary standards. 
He indicated that in other cases 
it could deny what he called 
“economic privileges,’’ such as 
special franchises. protected 
wages and prices, subsidies and 
protection from foreign compe- 
tition. 

The president also proposed 
to trim federal spending, cut 
federal hiring, eliminate *‘need- 
less” regulations, encourage 
increased competition and 
oppose further income tax cuts 
until inflation is reduced. 


Cuyahoga Navigator 
Describes Collision 
With Sania Cruz Il 


BALTIMORE (UPI) — The 
navigator of the Coast Guard 
cutter Cuyahoga today de- 
scribed a scene of confusion 
and mayhem at the time of its 
collision Friday with an Argen- 
tenian freighter in the Chesa- 
peake Bay, killing 11 crewmen. 
Quartermaster 2nd _ Class 
Randy Rose told a Coast Guard 
Board of Inquiry that no 
general alarni was sent by the 
Cuyahoga at the time it was 
struck by the Santa Cruz II 
near the mouth of the Potomac 
River. 

Rose said the orders from the 
bridge prior to collision were to 
move left and to back up 

However, he said the cutter 
had been going full steam 
ahead and the order was not 
sufficient to lose much head- 
way. 

When the Santa Cruz the hit 
Cuyahoga, it lifted the, vessel to 
the left and dragged it 
backward several hundred 
yards, Rose said. 

He said he expected the 
cutter to roll over and float 
with its bottom up, but instead 
she just went from underneath 
our feet. She just disappeared.” 

He said he heard a short 
blast from the Cuyahoga, which 
was answered by a short blast 
from the Santa Cruz and was 
followed by another short blast 
from the Cuyahoga at about the 
same time a danyer signal was 
sounded by the Santa Cruz. 

There was about a minute 
between the soundui of the 
danger signal and _ collison, 
Rose said. 

In earlier opening testimony 
Tuesday, the attorney for the 
cutter’s commander, Capt. 
Donald Robinson, said he has 
advised Robinson not to answer 
questions about the collision 
because of possible incrimina- 
tion 
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Pilot Disappears After Chase 
By Alien Craft Near Australia 


MELBOURNE, Australia 
(UPI) — Officials today denied 
they were withholding a vivid 
description of an unidentified 
flying object given to air 
controllers by a young pilot 
who said an alien craft was 
chasing him. The pilot then 
vanished. 

A stepped-up land, sea and 
air search has turned up no 
sign of the pilot, Frederick 
Valentich, 20, or his single- 
engine Cessna 182 aircraft. 
Radio contact was lost as he 
was flying from Melbourne to 
King Island, 130 miles to the 
south, shortly after 7 p.m. 
Saturday. 

The nationally circulated 
newspaper The Australian re- 
ported the Department of 
Transportation was withholding 
parts of the tape-recorded 
conversation between Valentich 
and controllers. 

According to the depart- 
ment’s transcript of the conver- 
sation, Valentich began to 
describe the object he said was 
hovering above him over Bass 
Strait. 

The transcript reads, “‘It’s 
not an aircraft. It’s ... (BREAK 
in transmission).” 

The newspaper said a Tran- 
sport Department source, which 
it did not identify, indicated 
there was no break in 
transmission, and that the pilot 
went on to describe the UFO in 
detail. 

A spokesman later denied the 


story, saying all details of the 
recorded conversation had been 
released. 

“The text of the radio 
messages between the aircraft 
and the ground begin when the 
pilot requested the flight 
service unit at Melbourne 
airport for information on other 
traffic below 5,000 feet,’’ the 
spokesman said. 

“It finishes about six minutes 
later at 7:12 p.m. when the 
aircraft did not respond to 
further calls from the ground.” 

The pilot’s father, Guido 
Valentich, said he had been told 
only part of the tapes had been 
made public, and said he 
believes his son is alive ‘‘and 
being held by someone from 
another world.” 

“They may want to hold him 
for a week or so _ before 
returning him,” Valentich said. 

“IT have been told the tapes 
contain a lot more about the 
UFO and that my son's voice 
was calm right through the 
transmission.” 

In the transcript released by 
the Department of Transport, 
the pilot described the UFO as 
a long object with ‘a green 
light and sort of metallic light 
on the outside ... flying at a 
speed I cannot estimate.” 

Officials say Valentich may 
have been flying upside down 
and seeing reflections of the 
King Island and Cape Otway 
lighthouses in clouds when he 
was describing the UFO. 


Unusual Duo Considers Collaboration 


On Hazards Of Chemicals Campaign 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — In 
an unusual move, a major 
chemical company and an 
environmental group that is one 
of its severest critics are 
considering collaborating on an 
advertisement about the haz- 
ards of chemicals. 

Involved in the project are 
Monsanto Co., a large producer 
of paints, plastics and other 
products, and the Environmen- 
tal Defense Fund, a group that 
has spotlighted hazardous 
issues ranging from chemically 
treated children’s sleepwear to 


hair dyes. 
The ad would state that the 
country seems beset by 


*‘chemophobia”’ — an irrational 
fear that all chemicals are bad, 
and cancer is an inevitable 
result. The ad would seek to 
dispel that notion, and say that 
while some chemicals are bad, 
most are safe when properly 
handled. 

It would also say the 
environmental group and the 
company agree that hazardous 
chemicals should be removed 
from the market, and that 
progress along that line is 
being made. 

Existence of the project, 
which EDF has circulated to its 
members for a sampling of 
opinion before proceeding, was 
disclosed by the Environmental 
Health Letter, a Washington- 
based publication. 

Monsanto has been almost as 
outspoken as EDF on the 
chemical issue, particularly 
since the Food and Drug 
Administration proposed a ban 
on a plastic soft drink bottle the 
firm was about to introduce, 
causing it to close plants and 
leaving it with a stock of 
useless containers. 

i} a year ago criticized the 
company’s resulting ‘Chemical 
Facts of Life’ advertising 
campaign as distorted, and the 
company made some changes 
in it. But EDF maintains the 
company is still running ads 
that ‘extol the benefits of 
chemicals in a _ misleading 
way.” 

The idea for the joint ad grew 
out of the discussions between 
Monsanto and EDF. 

A Monsanto spokesman said 
the joint Monsanto-EDF ad has 
already been test marketed in 
magazines in a number of 
cities. 

He said EDF was at first 
concerned that it would be 
linked too closely with the 
company if it lent its name to 
the ad. 

“But the testing clearly 
shows that public was duly 
impressed that the company 
and the group had gotten 
together on the ad,” the 
spokesman said 

The test market results have 
now been turned over to EDF 
which is studying them and the 
results of its own poll. If EDF 
and Monsanto agree on the 
: t, the company @on0 fay 
for the ad 

EDF told the membership the 
ad is both ‘‘novel and potential- 
ly risky.” But, it said, EDF's 
experts have ‘become increas- 


ingly concerned that the public 
is becoming fatalistic about 
environmental carcinogens. We 
are afraid that the American 
public is becoming convinced 
that ‘everything causes cancer’ 
and therefore nothing can be 
done.”” 


Police Threaten To 
Enforce Minor Laws 
To Get Higher Pay 


ANNAPOLIS (UPI) — Police 
and city officials have been 
unable to reach a compromise 
on a pay dispute and the police 
say they will begin enforcing 
minor laws in an effort to place 
pressure on the city to offer a 
higher salary. 

The two sides were still 
deadlocked Monday following a 
2‘s-hour meeting. 

Police, who two weeks ago 
began a mild “‘job action" that 
included driving slowly through 
city traffic and not washing 
police cruisers, said they would 
step up enforcement of such 
normally ignored violations as 
jaywalking. 

“The public will see that we 
are discontented,” said Officer 
Gideon R. Brainerd, spokesman 
for the police. 

City Councilman Gustav J. 
Akerland, a member of the 
negotiating team, discounted 
the impact of the stepped up 
job action. 

“I don’t think requiring 
people to obey the laws of the 
city will be harmful to the 
city,” he said. 

Mayor John Apostol has said 
he will not intervene in the 
police job action as along as it 
is not harmful to the public 
safety. 

The police, who were initially 
offered a 4 percent pay raise 
retroactive to July 1, are 
seeking a 9 percent increase to 
match that granted other city 
employees. 

City negotiators offered a 
different pay raise package 
Monday, but Brainerd said it 
was rejected because it still 
amounted to only a 4 percent 
increase.

Several Tips For 


A Safe Halloween

Secretary of Health and 
Mental Hygiene, urged parents 
to take special precautions to 
insure that their children have 


a ‘safe and_ fun-filled 
alloween." 
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Costumes are a major 
concern, he said. When 
shopping, parents are urged to 
look for costumes, masks, 
beards and wigs with labels 
indicating fire retardancy. 
Whether purchased or 
homemade, flimsy materials 
and outfits with big, baggy 
sleeves or billowing skirts 
should be avoided. He also 
urged that costumes he short 
enough so that children will not 
trip on them and that the 
material be light or bright 
enough to make them clearly 
visible to motorists on dimly 
lighted residential streets. 
Even witches, he explained, 
can wear reflective tape sewn 
onto their gowns or carry 
flashlights. 


Dr. Solomon advised against 
using masks or other disguises 
which restrict vision or 
breathing. Plastic bags over 
faces can cause suffocation. A 
natural mask of cosmetics 
applied direclty to the skin 1s 
usually safest. 


Children should never be 
allowed to carry candles or 
any other open flame, even if 
it is inside a pumpkin. The 
consequences of a fall or spark 
are obvious, he said. Parents 
should be especially careful 
with candle-lit jack-o-lanterns. 
They should not be set on 











doorsteps where children’s 
costumes might brush against 
the flame, and indoors they 
should not be near curtains or 
other furnishings, as these 
may ignite. 

Dr. Solomon also urged 
parents to follow these safety 
guidelines. 

Young children out trick-or- 
treating should always be 
accompanied by a responsible 
older person and should be 
kept in constant sight. 

Tell youngsters to avoid 
running across lawns or back 
yards because they can trip 
over lawn ornaments or run 
into clotheslines that are 
almost invisible in the dark. 

Remind children of everyday 
safety rules, such as not 
dashing out between parked 
cars. 

Children should not eat any 
of the treats they collect until 
they have been carefully 
examined by an adult. Pins, 
razor blades. slivers of glass, 
drugs and poison have been 
found in treats. 

All persons driving on Hal- 
loween should take special pre- 
cautions to watch out for trick- 
or-treaters who may be too 
busy to watch out for them- 
selves, he concluded.

Hello, Melvin C. Perkins? 


A Gale Ot Che Prince And Che Pauper

In the Armistead Hotel, a skid-row establishment across 
from Baltimore’s city hall, lives Western Maryland’s Sixth 
District GOP candidate, Melvin Perkins, 55. 


The Armistead provides an 


apprepriate back-drop for the 


colorful Perkins who filed for office as a pauper. The hotel is 


scheduled to be closed and will 


join neighboring buildings in the 


ranks of vacant structures that intersperse Baltimore's strip- 


tease and pornography district. 


Perkins is a veteran of politics having lost a series of Demo- 
cratic primaries. This year he switched parties and entered the 
U. S. congressional race unopposed on the Republican ticket. He 
recently enrolled Mrs. Joan Marie Smith, a 41-year-old divorcee 


and fellow Armistead resident, 


to run as Democratic write-in 


candidate for the seat vacated by the late Rep. Goodloe E. 
Byron, D-Md. Mrs. Smith has been unemployed since 1960 and 
exists on a $189 Social Security payment 

Byron’s widow and Democratic nominee, Mrs. Beverly Byron, 
will challenge Smith and Perkins on the November 7th ballot. 


Mrs. Byron, 45, was selected 


by the Democratic State Central 


Committee last week to step-in as Democratic candidate on the 
November ballot. The seat was previously held for nearly four 
terms by her husband until his death by heart attack. 

Goodloe Byron's constituents, fellow representatives, family, 
friends, and even President Carter, have praised the work Byron 
did. An indication of the esteem in which he was held can be 
drawn from the comments issued during his public office .... 
unlike most mourned politicians, he was frequently lauded prior 
to his death, not as an afterthought. And so, Melvin Perkins 
represents a comedy of errors to many who knew Byron. 

Republican State Senator Edward J. Mason, (R-Allegany, 
Garrett) said both pauper candidates (Perkins and Smith) are 


“ridiculous,” according to UPI. 


“If they were interested in running, they should have started 
back in the Spring,”’ he said. ‘It's a mockery to the system It’s 
kind of a sad thing, but it shows both the strenzth and weakness 


of our system.” 


Mason stated Perkins became the GOP nominee because 
Byron was a very strong candidate and no regular Republican 


was willing to oppose him. 


“But Perkins is certainly not the Republican Party candi- 
date,”’ said Mason. ‘He just happened to be the only person who 


filed to run.” 


Mason said Mrs. Smith ‘‘is just as much an embarassment to 
them (the Democrats) as Perkins is to us.”” 

Perkins told UPI last Wednesday that he encouraged Ms. 
Smith to run for the congressional seat because, ‘the doctor said 


I was going to die the other day. 


Melvin Perkins claims he 


was assaulted by Rep. Byron’s 


sons at a Frederick funeral home when crowds paid their final 
respect to Byron. Perkins said he required treatment at Johns 


Hopkins Hospital in Baltimore. 


“I plan to have both Byron sons arrested for assault and 
attempted murder,” Perkins said. 

A spokesman for the Frederick funeral home said Perkins 
was not mistreated. Officials at Johns Hopkins said there was no 


record of Perkins being treated. 


Mrs. Byron, who is vacationing in Florida, said in a tele- 
phone interview she had no comment about Perkins’ allegations. 
The following interview was conducted with Melvin Perkins 


in Baltimore on Friday evening. 


I entered the Armistead 
Hotel and approached the 
front-desk attendant to ask 
where I could locate Melvin 
Perkins and Joan Marie Smith. 
I was informed that Mrs. 
Smith was sleeping: she had 
been confined to her room 
following an altercation in the 
hotel's lobby earlier in the eve- 
ning. I found Perkins in the 
hotel's bar 

Perkins introduced me to his 
companion, Dr. Leonard Paul 
Siger, a coordinator of sign 
language programs’ and 
teacher of the deaf for the Re- 
search Association in Hearing 
Disability for Baltimore Public 
schools. Dr. Siger explained 
that he was a write-in candi- 
date for Governor. 

There was an overwhelming 
contrast between Siger and 
Perkins. Siger is a distin- 
guished fifty-is1 man with steel 
gray hair and beard. He was 
immaculately dressed in a 
charcoal gray suit. emitted a 
regal bearing and spoke with 
eloquent diction. 

Perkins, carrying a yellow 
legal pad and newspaper ar- 
ticle about himself, sported a 
three-day stubble and smiled, 
accentuating the gaps in his 
teeth. He wore baggy green 
trousers, scuffed shoes and a

shabby black overcoat with 
stained lapels. 

Dr. Siger informed me that 
he and Perkins were about to 
visit a public hearing to speak 
and that I was invited to come 
along. 

I followed the unlikely pair 
to the War Memorial Building 
which is within walking 
distance of the Armistead 
Hotel. The occasion was the 
second evening of a two-day 
hearing conducted by the 
Board of the Baltimore City 
Community in relation to the 
proposed Commission on 
Police Brutality. 

Perkins and I were seated in 
the vacant front row of the 
auditorium, directly in front of 
the eight-member panel and 
chairwoman Antoinette Keane. 
Siger sat  mearby and 
whispered for me to observe 
the German Kaiser helmets 
and sub-machine guns dis- 
played behind the panel, ‘‘for 
this,” he later explained, ‘‘is 
an exercise in Fascism!” 

Perkins sat quietly, tapping 
his shoe, while a member of 
the audience addressed the 
panel from the podium. The 
speaker concluded, ‘we will do 
our own investigating; we 
don’t need anyone else to in- 
vestigate.”

Perkins, who was not a 
scheduled speaker, rose to his 
feet and proclaimed, “I am 
Melvin Perkins, Republican 
candidate for Congress, and I 
demand to speak tonight...” 

“Sit down, Mr. Perkins!” 
Keane said. 

Perkins obeyed and ner- 
vously waited through the next 
two addresses with frequent 
instructions to me to “keep 
writing boy.” 

Finally, the GOP candidate 
could no longer contain him- 
self, and rushed to the podium. 

“Madam, I demand to 
speak,”’ he began. His ad- 
ditional comments’ were 
Inaudible over the confusion 
caused by a crowd of approxi- 
mately 125 people leaving the 
roomn. Soon, only members of 
the press, the panel members, 
Perkins, Dr. Siger, and a few 
idlers remained. 

Perkins again began to 
speak, but was interrupted by 
Dr Siger. The two skirmished 
briefly to gain access to the 
microphone. 

Siger introduced himself and 
began, ‘‘The oc.urrence of 
police brutality is inherent and 
endemic, and defies all 
therapy and remedy —.... 
I've been in prison... . I was 
urinated on; (additional 
graphic examples omitted). 

“Dr. Siger, I must ask you to 
watch your language,” Keane 
interrupted 

As Siger continued, chair- 
woman Keane and the panel 
members stood and exited 
from a side door fullowed by 
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a 
KoAtaunAdt 


Restaurant open 6 a.m. - 9 p.m., daily 


Siger who shouted accusations 
and obscenities. Perkins could 
be heard over the din, ‘‘She's 
(Keane) yellow to hear from a 
member of congress and 
should be removed from public 
office.” 

Confusion reigned outside the 
War Memorial for a few 
moments while Keane was 
squired to a waiting auto- 
mobile and driven away 

Siger continued to verbally 
accost several panel members. 
Eventually order returned and 
Perkins submitted to a picture- 
taking session. 

Dr. Siger, Perkins, myself 
and Doug Railey, of Oakland, 
then walked back to the Armi- 
stead where I prepared to 
interview Perkins in the hotel 
bar. 

This bar was typical of many 
we passed enroute. Dimly lit 
except for a flashing pin ball 
machine, the compromising 
bartender, James Miller, 
worked hard to wipe up 
frequent spills. An old man 
with long hair and yellow 
fingernails sat at one table; an 
overweight black woman in a 
brilliant Kelly green party 
dress and pendant earrings sat 
near us. The furnishings were 
old, well-used, but not van- 
dilized, as Dr. Siger was quick 
to point out. 

The following are excerpts 
from that interview. Only the 
customary seven expletives 
have been deleted.

PERKINS — I plan to put a 
Federal Mining Building in 
Garrett County .... it should 
be a felony for any union to 
interfere with non-union 
workers in Garrett County 
The FBI should immediately 
arrest them; the unions hire 
professional gangsters from 
New York and Chicago to work 
in the mines and keep others 
out. I'm going to have the law 
changed to read ‘county lines,’ 
for mining purposes. There 
shouldn’t be any crossing over 
of county lines. 

I want to keep the gangsters 
out of coal mines. I want to 
outlaw unions and keep them 
out of coal mines. I'm strictly 
against any mine belonging to 
a union.

WILLIS — Why are you a 
candidate in the Sixth District 
when you don’t even live in the 
Sixth District? 

PERKINS — A candidate

What is 
your solution?

“WHAT WILL HAPPEN TO ME ...?" 


By Matthew Tayback, 
State Director On Aging 


“What will happen to me. . 

* when 1 get old? This is a 
common fear and complaint of 
many people who feel they will 
end their lives forgotten and 
lonely in a nursing home. Will 
we ever reach a position where 
this fear will no longer apply to 
our elderly population? 

One answer is communi- 
cation. A few weeks ago, I en- 
joyed a personally gratifying 
experience related to this 
communication. The occasion 
was a spirited and interesting 
public forum sponsored by the 
State Office on Aging and the 
Health Facilities Association of 
Maryland, the largest group of 
nursing homes in Maryland. 
Some said this forum, held at 
the University of Maryland 
Baltimore County campus, was 
even historic and precedent- 
setting. It was a successful 
atternpt for the first time to 
enter into a dialogue between 
the providers of nursing home 
care and those interested in 
consumer education and 
communicatlon. 

The nursing home industry, 
through the Association, pro-

vided a panel of experts to 
answer any and all questions 
from the audiences; an 
audience composed of senior 
citizens, social workers, 
government officials and other 
concerned individuals. The 
purpose of the forum, which | 
chaired, was to promote a 
meaningful discussion between 
providers of nursing home care 
and the public. And meaningfu’ 
it was. The value of this type 
of meeting was aptly demor- 
strated by the high level ¢ 
intelligent and knowledgeabe 
pive-and-take which ensued. 
The representatives of the n- 
dustry fielded  difficilt 
questions with candor ad 
showed their interest in nuk- 
ing communication a Trew 
factor in the sometines 
clouded issue of nursing hme 
care. 

Some of the questions pro- 
vide an insight into the nture 
of the forum. “what aboit the 
trend to ‘big business’ n the 
nursing home industry; ” ‘what 
about the nursing home patient 
receiving Medicaid who is 
asked to leave after personal 
funds are exhausted;” ‘‘what 
about the shortage of beds;” 
“are there any unbiaset rating 
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se-vices of nursing homes;” 
“a you consider the State 
Patients Bill of Rights a major 
reforni and advance in the 
mrsing home environment;” 
‘is there administrative lack 
f concern regarding the train- 
ng of nursing home person- 
nel;"’ “what efforts are nurs- 
ing homes making to set up 
family councils;” and ‘‘is there 
full disclosure of nursing home 
ownership?” 

In their answers, the nursing 
home providers made clear 
that they are aware of these 
problem areas and of con- 
sumer concern. They made 
clear that too often the nursing 
home industry and the public 
develop adversary positions 
which should be unnecessary. 
And they stressed that the 
forum was an excellent first 
step toward communication 
and solving these problems. 

I asked a final question at 
this meeting of the audience: 
“what should be the outcome 
of this forum, this precedent- 
setting communication?” The 
response was gratifying. Many 
felt this type of activity should 
continue with more meetings 
in the future and more com- 
munication. 

An interesting final point: 
when the allotted time was 
elapsed for the forum, no one 
left. People remained in their 
chairs attempting to ask more 
questions. That opportunity 
will be made possible once 
again when we continue our 
communication with the nurs- 
ing home industry at a future 
meeting. One day we will be 
able to answer the question: 
“What will happen to me?”

Farmers Urged Not 
To Feed Moldy 
Corn To Livestock 


Feeding moldy corn can 
prove to be expensive for live- 
stock producers because 
animals can become ill and 
even die from mold-borne dis- 
ease. 

Veterinarians of the Mary- 
land Department of Agri- 
culture say that while not all 
molds on corn are harmful, 
some ure quite toxic and even 
in small amounts may lower 
the animal's resistance to in- 
fectious diseases or cause 
stunted growth. 

Last year some of the more 
severe cases came to the at- 
tention of the Departznent's 
Office of Animal Health. These 
included one case of mold 
poisoning that resulted in the 
death of 10 horses. 

In two other cases involving 
hogs. aflatoxin was found to be 


the specific toxin, death losses 
were as high as 50% in some 
age groups. 

While some molds may grow 
on the corn before harvest, 
most molds grow on shelled 
corn between the tame it is 
picked and the time it is 
properly dried. Even six hours 
on a truck between combining 
and drving can de risky under 
certain temperature and 
moisture conditions. 

Damaged kernels are especi- 
ally susceptible to rapid mold 
growth. 

According to the MDA, prob- 
ably the most important thing 
a farmer can do to avoid mold 
problems with corn is to dry 
newly shelled corn promptly to 
less than 12% moisture. 

Stored corn should be pro- 
tected from moisture leaks in 
storage buts or condensation.

With the opening of this 
facility to youngsters the Gar- 
rett County Board of Education 
has essentially completed 
reorganization plans set forth 
as a system-wide goal cver six 
years ago. At that time, the 
Board decided to reorganize 
xrades for the county schools 
into a K-5, 6-8,9-12 pattern. 

This facility, located on the 
same site as Northern High 
School, provides the keystone 
to the reorganization pian for 
the northern portion of the 
county, complementing a 
similar pattern which has been 
i operation in the southern 
portion of the county for the 
past two years. 

The new facility not only in- 
volved the construction of the 
main school building, but in- 
cluded the construction of a 
new well in the Cove Run area, 
a reservoir building to house 
the water supply, and a 
sewage treatment plant 

The main building and water 
facilities were constructed by 
Westmoreland Construction 
Company of Greensburg, 
Pennsylvania, and the sewage 
facility was constructed by W. 
R Davies of Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania. The architect 
for the entire project was Alt- 
man and Altman of Uniontown, 
Pennsylvania. An additional 
feature of the project are two 
tennis courts which were pro 
vided through both county and 
Program Open Space funds,

The main building is de- 
signed to accommodate a 
maximum of 600 sixth through 
eighth grade students The one 
story building comprises ap- 
proximately 67 0) square feet 
and is staffed with 25 teachers. 

The facility is equipped with 
specially designed areas for 
mathematics, science, social 
science, language arts, home 
economics, industrial arts, 
music and art, and also in- 
cludes a_ kitchen/cafetorium, 
school store, and media center. 
In addition, special facilities, 
as well as building features, 
were designed for tle handi- 
capped. 

Funds for the new facilities 
were lurgely provided by the 
Maryland Public School Con- 
struction Program. This pro- 
pram, administered by the 
Interagency Committee for 
School Construction, has been 
in existence since 1971 and 
since that time has approved 
over one billion dollars in con- 
tracts for the construction of 
school facilities throughout the 
State of Maryland 

State funds allocated for the 
construction of the Northern 
Middle School facilities were 
approxuniately $4,075.000 which 
covered costs of the archi- 
tect/engineer, movable equip 
ment, and construction. 
Approximateiy $7,u0u of local 
funds were used to provide 
features in the building which 
were not eligible for funding 
Irom state sources.

“Looking a gift-horse in the 
mouth,” would characterize 
the feeling Garrett County has 
projected throughout the state- 
wide Arts community. In all 
probability our county has by- 
passed some $50,000 in avail- 
able monies for the arts and 
humanities during the past 
decade. Eventually we may 
pull out of our cultural nose- 
dive. 

Several years ago a county 
arts council was organized 
under the auspices of the 
Maryland Arts Council. For 
whatever reason, the council 
became inactive. It has since 
been revitalized independently 
under the Garrett County Arts 
Council and. as of Saturday, 
will act as an affiliate of the 
state council. 


Although still in the planning 
stages the rejuvenated organi- 
zation has completed consti- 
tutional requirements and has 
appointed acting officers. They 
include Jim Willis. President; 
Brad Stewart. Chairman of the 
Board. and Board members, 
Jim Crabtree. Karen Fauber, 
Katharine L. Smith, Mrs. 
Frances C. Riley, and Sophia 
McDonald Additional Board 
members will be appointed in 
the near future. 

The new county arts council 
was formed in June of this 
year and was allowed to lay 
fallow through the summer 
months in anticipation of 
yuidance from outside sources. 
Much of that guidance came 
through the annual conference 
of the Marvland Arts Council 
conducted Saturday at the 
Evergreen House in Baltimore. 
For the first time, Garrett 


County was represented at the 
conference. Jim Willis and 
Douglas R. Railey, Oakland, 
attended the meeting. 

Over 40 people were present 
at the conference represerting 
21 of Maryland's 23 counties. 
Opening remarks were made 
by Bob Benson, County Arts 
Council Coordinator for the 
Maryland Arts Council. 

James Burgess. Chairman 
and Kenneth Kuhn. Executive 
Director of the state council 
then indicated the tremendous 
strides the Maryland Council 
hes experienced. Mr. Kahn 
explained that the group was 
anticipating a state allocation 
of 1.5 million dollars for fiscal 
year 1980. 

Mrs. Pat Hughes, wife of 
gubernatorial candidate Harry 
Hughes, commended the 
county arts councils. She 
stated, “your work 1s impor-

First ot ail -- art for art's 
sake “ She then listed the 
benefictal atmosphere of pro- 
moted art and culture. Most 
importantly was the attraction 
a cultura'ly oriented com- 
munily extends to prospective 
business and industry. ‘‘In- 
dustry won't settle in a 
cultural wasteland.” she said. 

Republican candidate for 
governor. J. Glenn Beall, was 
represented by aide Mac 
Pisano who outlined Beall's 
affinity to the arts and his 
projected support of related 
projects. 

Herbert Cahan, secretary, 
Department of Economic 
Development, reported that the 
Arts received a total state 
appropriation of $855,000 this 
year with an additional federal 
allocation of $380,000. With the 
expected 1.5 million dollar 
budgeting in 1980, individual 
counties may receive up to 
$10.000 per county. 

Such programs as ‘Theatre 
in Schools,’ “‘Poets in 
Schools,"" have already been 
sponsored in conjunction with 
local boards of education. A 
popular addition, “Artists in 
Schools,” benefitted from 
funding of $80,000 this year. 

Cahan enumerated several 
projects to which the Arts 
Council has contributed. An 
upcotung promotion with the 
Department of Tourism and 
Publications wil} solicit poster 
desituns from: Maryland artists 
to encuuraye tourism. 

Art as a business promoting 
device was emphasized by 
Cahan. He pointed out that 
recently the eight art associ- 
ation in Baltimore generated 
29.6 million dollars in addi- 
tional business revenue. 

Cahan detailed a grant of 
particular interest to Garrett 
County. Under a new pro- 
vision, federal monies will be 
used to investigate the art 
needs of rural communities. 

Bob Benson spuke on county 
government support for the 
Arts. He explained that local 
organizations should begin 
contacting county com- 
missioners in the near future 
to request budget funding. He 
listed several approaches the 
local councils might use in 
their proposals, and as an 
example he named Baltimore’s 
1/654 per capita funding. Other 
examples included one Mary- 
land county which requests the 
current cost of an ice cream 
cone -appruxitmately 35 cents) 
multiphed by the county's 
population. Matching funds on 
a 50-51% basis are then pro- 
vided by the state council. 

Benson later mentioned a 
conversation he had with a 
Garrett County resident con- 
cerning matching funding for a 
theatre endeavor. In essence, 
The Garrett Countian replied 
to the offer with ' we just don’t 
need your money.”’ What 
county residents may not 
Rrasp is that this money al- 
ready belongs to us whether it 
is claimed or not. These are 
our tax dollars and failure to 
realize the full petential of our 
tax dollars borders’ on 
unadulterated laziness.

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Garrett, the group reconvened 
for historial notes on the 26- 
acre estate provided by Henry 
Constantine, caretaker.

The 80-room complex hosts 
events such as_ dinners, 
recitals, and concerts and is 
open to public inspection on the 
second Tuesday of every 
month at 10 and 11 a.m. and 12, 
2 and 3 p.m. 


Following Constantine's talk, 
Sue Hess, recently appointed 
Chairperson, Maryland 
Citizens for the Arts, outlined 
major concerns of her organi- 
zation. She expressed the need 
for a viable arts center in 
Maryland and the ability to 
spread “the best’’ of the art 
world to the rural areas. 

Garrett County represen- 
tative, Jim Willis, questioned 
Garrett County's affiliation 
with Baltimore-based pro- 
grams. He stated, ‘Because of 
Garrett County's geographical 
isolation and prevalent atti- 
tudes, Garrett County is often 
more closely drawn to neigh- 
boring West Virginia, Penn- 
sylvania and Pittsburgh in- 
fluence rather than to Balti- 
more.” 

Sue Hess offered several 
suggestions to overcome such 
inherent problems including 
the concentration of state 
efforts to Garrett County. Ken 
Kahn also mentioned a pro- 
posed unity of the Middle 
Atlantic state arts councils, 
whereby, in unusual cases such 
as Garrett County, a county 
would be served by out-of-state 
programs in addition to in- 
state facilities. 


The conference was con- 
cluded with remarks by Maria 
Heyssel, Director of the Mary- 
land Committee for the 
Humanities. This committee is 
not state funded but is subsi- 
dized by the National Endow- 
ment for the Humanities. It 
provides supplementary funds 
to support activities in many 
fields. including History, Phi- 
losophy, language, Archae- 
ology, Social Science and 
Comparative Religion. 

Every representative of the 
state organizations extended 
an offer to meet in Garrett 
County to further explain 
available aid. The Garrett 
County Arts Council now plans 
to organize a public meeting to 
provide a forum for issues 
affecting the Arts and 
Humanities in this area. The 
proposed meeting will be an- 
nounced through “The Arts” 
column of The Republican. 

Interested persons may offer 
suggestions or make appli- 
cation for funding to the Gar- 
rett County Arts Council, c/o 
Jim Willis.

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Fire Prevention Association Gives 


Rules For Coal. Wood Stove Users 





This week's article, the third in a series on solid fuel heating 
equipment, concerns use of stoves and fireplaces. The Republi- 
can 1S cooperating with the state fire marshal’s office in present- 
ing information in weekly seyments on the selection, installation, 
use and maintenance of coal and wood heating stoves. 


Use Of Stoves And Fireplaces 


Combustion in commonly used household solid fuels is a com- 
plex chemical reaction between the fuel and oxygen. This results 
in heat and other products of combustion. Therefore, to assure 
satisfactory combustion and safe operation, several conditions 
must be met: 

(1) A continuous supply of fresh air must be provided to supply 
oxygen for combustion and for the occupants of the room or area. 

(2) A proper amount of fuel must be provided in the com- 
bustion chamber — not enough to cause overheating of the stove 
and connector. but a sufficient amount to avoid a cool flue liner 
that would result in condensation of the distillates and accumu- 
lations of creosote residues and poor draft. 

(3) The fuel must be burned properly to avoid wasted fuel and 
toxic products of combustion, such as carbon monoxide. 

(4) All unwanted products of combustion must be removed — 
the zaseous products must be continuously removed while the 
stove 1s in operation, and the solid products (ashes) must be dis- 
posed of in a safe manner 

COMPLETE COMBUSTION 

Complete combustion occurs when all of the fuel is oxidized 
by the air. Perfect combustion occurs where there is no excess 
air in the combustion chamber after complete oxidation has 
occurred. Except under controlled laboratory conditions, how- 
ever, a continuous perfect combustion process is unattainable 
with solid fuels. Therefore. some excess air is necessary to 
assure complete combustion. For that reason, stoves and fire- 
places are designed to operate with a considerable amount of 
excess air to prevent intermittent periods of incomplete com- 
bustion. 

Air is usually supplied to two areas: at the bottom of the fuel 
and at the flame area. That supplied at the lower area is called 

primary” air; that supplied at the upper area is called 
secondary” air. Where incomplete combustion occurs, carbon 
monoxide is produced, and fuel is completely burned and there- 
fore partially wasted. Incomplete combustion can result from an 
insufficient supply of air, misapplied air, or insufficient heat. The 
process ot complete combustion differs for coal and wood fuels. 
COAL COMBUSTION 

When coal is burned, the oxygen in the primary air, which 
passes up through the grate unites with carbon in the lower 
section of the ¢rate and forms carbon dioxide. The lower section 
of the grate is therefore called the oxidation zone. Some of the 
carbon dioxide is reduced to carbon monoxide in the upper part 
of the grate, which. accordingly, is called the reduction zone. 
This carbon monoxide is then mixed with the oxygen in the 
secondary air, wluch enters the upper portion of the grate, and 
this results in carbon dioxide. When fresh coal is added, the 
moisture in the coal is converted to steam and expelled; and the 
hydrocarbon gases are distilled. combined with oxygen. and 
burned just above the wrate. which is called the distillation zone. 

FIRING COAL 

There are many types of coal; most are highly volatile. A 
small amount of crumpled paper placed at the bottom of the 
prate and covered with a few sticks of kindling wood (small 
broken sticks), with coal placed on top of the kindling, is an easy 
way to Start a coal fire. If no kindiing wood is available, a larger 
amount of paper can be used. 

The damper on any stove or fireplace must be open before a 
fire is started. 

The paper is then ignited, and the burning paper (and kin- 
dling if used) heats and ignites the coal. After a coal fire has 
been established. the damper may need slight adjustments for 
proper burning, but the damper must never be entirely closed as 
long as there is any fire in the stove or fireplace. This is to 
prevent smoke and gases from entering the dwelling; par- 
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ticularly important where coal is burned. since, under these con- 
ditions. coal pases are likely to contain a large amount of carbon 
monoxide 

As the burning progresses, a suitable bed of glowing coal ts 
produced. The coals are overlaid with fresh coal at intervals as 
needed, and the glowing coals igmte the volatile gases in the 
fresh coal before the gases accumulate. However, if the bed of 
coals is allowed to become too cool before fresh coal is added, the 
vases can accumulate before being ignited by the low- 
temperature coal bed, and a mild explosion can occur. Therefore, 
a hand-fired stove or fireplace should be constantly attended 
while in use. 

If the coals die down before fresh coal is added, a new supply 
of kindling wood or paper should be added before fresh coal is 
added to assure proper burning of the released coal gases. 

Flammable liquids must never te used to start or rekindle a 
solid-fuel fire? 

The tragic burn experiences of many of those who have at- 
tempted this should serve as a warning to all. 

STORAGE OF COAL 

Some types of coal are subject to spontaneous ignition. To 
avoid this, the following precautions should be taken: 

(1) The storage area should be free of all foreign materials, 
such as leaves, hay, wood, cotton, rags, etc.. and hot water and 
steam pipes as well as openings for other piping. 

(2) The storage area should be kept cool, i.e., 75°F or lower. 
Chis includes wall and floor surfaces as well as the surrounding 
air. 

(3) Alternate wetting and drving should be avoided. It is 
dangerous to have a part of the stored coal wet and another part 
dry. Coal may be stored indoors or outdoors in moderate 
amounts, but wet coal should never be piled on top of or adjacent 
to dry coal unless the amount so mixed together is to be entirely 
used up within a few days. 

(4) If spontaneous heating is observed, the fire department 
should be called. 

WOOD COMBUSTION 

Wood combustion occurs in three basic staves: First, the 
moisture in the wood is evaporated ‘converted to steam) and ex- 
pelled; second, the volatile liquids are distilled and burned; and 
finally, the fixed carbon (charcoal) is burned. All three stages of 
combustion may occur at the same time, such as when new fue! 
is added to glowing coals. 

FIKING WOOD 

Since the moisture must be evaporated and expelled before 
the wood will burn, the wood should be cut and stored in a dry 
place several months, preferably a year, before it is used. The 
moisture content of some trees may be 100 percent, i.e., the 
moisture may be equal in quantity to the wood content of the 
tree. After wood has been stored from six to ten months, its 
moisture content will usually range from 15 to 25 percent. 
Splitting of the wood before it is stored reduces its drying time, 
results in more even burning, and minimizes the condensation of 
water vapor and volatile distillates that form creosote deposits in 
chimney flues. Hence, it is more efficient and safer to burn 
moderate amounts of dry wood in a hot fire than to use green or 
wet wood that smolders. 

Because of its high percentage of volatile matter, wood burns 
with a long flame (longer than coal flames). The combustion 
space above wood fuel must therefore be greater than is needed 
for coal. And (unlike coal where most of the air mix must be 


introduced beneath the fuel, about 80 percent of the air must be 
supphed over and around the upper portion of a wuod fire to 
assure complete combustion and to prevent unburned pases and 
distillates from entering the chirnney flue 

If a moderate-sized hot fire is maintained, any creosote or 
volatile yases that do enter a flue as a result of incomplete 
combustion are likely to be exhausted out of the hot chimuwey flue 
in the form of vapors. But with a cooler smoldering fire, these 
volatile substances are likely to condense in the relatively cool 
flue and accumulate on the flue walls, creating a fire hazard. 
When such residues are ignited, the result is an extremely hot 
fire that may damage mortar joints and sometimes ignite nearby 
combustible structural parts of the buidling. 

A shallow bed of ashes should be left in a stove or fireplace 
to provide a heat reflectiny surface. To build a fire ‘whether or 
not there 1s a bed of ashes), a small amount of crumpled paper 
should be placed at the bottom of the fuel chamber. This should 
be covered with a small amount of kuidling wood and a few small 
sticks of wood fuel. 

The damper must be open before a fire is started! 

The paper is then ignited. Once a draft has been created 
in the flue. larger pieces of wool can be added to the fire. If 
smoke puffs out uito the room, the bottom draft intake louver 
should be closed or partially closed until the smoke clears and 
the chimney vents properly. If the fire is burning too slowly, the

STORAGE OF WOOD 

Although wood can be dried sufficiently for fairly satisfac- 
tory burning within a few weeks, it 1s far better, where possible, 
to cut wood in one year for use the following year. Where less 
time is available, the wood should be stored in a dry location for 
as long a period as possible before it 1s used. In all cases, the 
wood should be stacked so that both ends of the sticks are ex- 
posed to the air if space is available, since more drying occurs 
through the cut ends than through the sides.

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Studies Indicate 
Broiler Growth Is 
Tem perature- Related 


Poultry scientists have been 
selecting broilers for a number 
of vears on the basis of rapid 
yrowth potential. So _ re- 
searchers at the Maryland 
Agricultural Experiment 
Station recently ran experi- 
ments to see if this selection 
process has affected other 
traits in young chickens. 

To find out, Ir Wayne J. 
Kuerzel. associate professor of 
poultry science at the Uni- 
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versity of Maryland in College 
Park, conducted two experi- 
ments on body temperatures of 
broilers. 

Dr. Kuenzel knew that 
broilers have a lower rate of 
metabolism and gain weight 
twice as fast as chickens se 
lected for egg production. So 
he hypothesized that their body 
temperatures might also be 
lower. If so, broilers could be 
expected to direct more energy 
toward true growth and expend 
less for body maintenance than 
their egg-laying cousins. 

The first Maryland experi- 
ment measured body temper- 
ature from one day to eight

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weeks of age — the normal 
life-span of broilers. Checks 
were run to see if there were 
any significant differences be- 
tween the body temperatures 
of males vs. females or 
broilers vs. Leghorn laying 
chicks. 

Research data indicated no 
differences in body temper- 
ature due to sex. But it did 
reveal a tendency for broilers 
to have lower body temper- 
atures than layers. 

In the second experiment, 
sets of chicks were placed in 
varying environmental tem- 
peratures for one-hour periods 
prior to measuring their body 
temperatures. The environ- 
mental temperatures were 0, 
10, 20, 25, 30 and 35 degrees C. 
(32 to 95 degrees F.) 

Chicks exposed to the 10 
degree C. (40 degrees F.) 
environment were found to 
have body temperatures 
significantly lowered. 

The data also showed that it 
takes broilers about six days 
longer than it does for layers 
to reach the point where they 
can regulate their own body 
temperatures at a normal 
level. Broilers reached this 
point at 16 days of age, while 
layers reached it in only 10 
days. 

Results from these experi- 
ments support the concept that 
lower brooding temperatures 
maximize growth response in 
broilers, according to Dr. 
Kuenzel.

lowering temperatures to 25 
degrees C. (77 deyrees F.) for 
the second week. During the 
third and all successive weeks, 
temperature can be main- 
tained at 20 degrees C. (68 
degrees F ) 

These data also support past 
research which indicates that 
low-temperature brooding will 
eliminate the problem of unab- 
sorbed yolk sacks found in the 
abdominal cavities of some 
broilers at processing plants. 

Up to one-half of one percent 
of all broilers are condemned 
by government inspectors at 
poultry processing plants be- 
cause of unabsorbed yolk 
sacks, Dr. Kuenzel reports. 

Every chick is born with a 


yolk sack, he explained. It is 
the yolk of the egg enclosed in 
the chick's body, which fur- 
nishes nutrition until the chick 
is old enouglit to start eating. 
Under former conditions of 
brooding broiler chicks at high 
temperatures and forcing them 
to start eating as soon as pos- 
sible, a situation was some- 
times created under which 
chicks had no need to absorb 
nutrients from the yolk sack. 
Thus, it was not absorbed into 
the body as nature intended. 
But, when broiler chicks are 
placed in a low-temperature 
brooding environment, the 
extra stress induces their 
bodies to utilize the yolk sack 
for energy purposes, even 





PET POINTERS

A baby raccoon looks like the 
perfect pet to a child. The 
temptation to carry the animal 
home is often too great to 
resist. But wildlife babies do 
not make good pets, according 
to a new publication from the 
National Wildlife Federation. 

“Let it Be-Wild and Free”’ is 
a 12-page pamphlet available 
free of charge for the first 
copy and 2 cents for each 
additional copy. It is designed 
to teach children what to do if 
they find an apparently or- 
phaned baby animal. 

The four-color pamphlet 
points out that while a wildlife 
pet can be cute and cuddly as 
a baby, the animal can grow 
up to be destructive and even 
dangerous. Catching and keep- 
ing a wild pet can also be a 
violation of wildlife conser- 
vation laws. 

What should a child do if he 
or she discovers an abandoned 
or injured baby bird? The 


Bowman’s Equipment Company 
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pamphlet that 
question in detail, outlining 
ways to repair broken wings 
and legs, how to keep birds 
warm, and what to feed them. 
But, the pamphlet concludes, 
“Nobody is as good a parent to 
a baby bird as the parent birds 
themselves."

A COMMUNITY APPROACH TO 
UPGRADING LOW INCOME HOUSING 


We have all heard about the 
old time barn raising where 
neighbors came together to 
help a neighbor build his barn 
or home. That happened in the 
days when people had little 
money to hire help but traded 
their time and skills. 

In today’s world, however, 
we go it alone taking care of 
our own homes to the extent 
possible The common pattern 
is for people to pay for their 
own renovation or building 
according to income and some- 
times to do pert of the work 
themselves. That wotks well 
when people can afford to keep 
up with the cost of decent 
housing and are able and 
talented to make home repairs.

However, when people live on 
a limited income several 
things occur. They are forced 
to give up adequate housing 
and live in dilapidated sub- 
standard homes that are un- 
comfortable and sometimes 
unsafe for them and an eye- 
sore for the rest of the com- 
munity. Or the government 
takes over and builds congre- 
gate housing which is adequate 
and sturdy, but which causes 
social isolation of the elderly 
and low income and sometimes 
intensifies social problems. 

A volunteer effort worthy of 
note, which in essence is 
returning to the old pattern of 
neighbors helping each other 
keep up their homes, is the 
Camp Hope project that has 
been in operation in Allegany 
County during the last two 
years. This program is worthy 
of community interest and sup- 
port for several reasons. It 
brings the givers and receivers 
of charitable work in direct 
contact with each other by 
youth and their advisors 
working in occupied homes. 
Young people develop 
mechanical skills and empathy 
and understanding for other 
human beings. 

Camp Hope is a teaching 
program that teaches low 
income families skills in home 
improvement along with the 
volunteers who work on the 
homes. It results in observably 
improved housing which bene- 
fits the neighborhood and 
allows people to stay in their 
homes rather than move to 
congregate public housing. It 
greatly reduces the cost to the 
taxpayers for providing decent 
housing and it brings about a 
new understanding between 
people of different cultural and 
economic backgrounds. 

Churches and charitable 
organizations may want to 
undertake this project in their 
neighborhoods or contribute to 
the work already underway 
through Camp Hope. In Alle- 
gany County, 13 churches 
participated in this past 
summer's program by pro- 
viding evening meals for the 
youngsters and a setting for 
home repair workshops. The 
congregation of Frostburg 
United Methodist Church, 
which spearheaded the effort, 
provided financial assistance, 
made bag lunches daily, and 
provided leadership for the 
program. 

Let’s take a look at the 
Camp Hope experience. Camp 
Hope was organized by Rev. 
Thomas Kaylor of the 
Frostburg United Methodist 
Church as an ecumenical effort

involving many churches in 
Allegany County. The project 
was planned by a committee of 
youth and adults, especially 
those that had worked in a 
similar Appalachian housing 
project. a vocational-educa- 
tional teacher, the staff of the 
Family Aide Program that 
work regularly with low in- 
come families, and another 
minister. Homes throughout 
the Western section of the 
county were chosen to 
renovate. 

Camp Hope __i organizes 
teenagers with adult advisors, 
most of whom have traveled 
from congregations in Balti- 
more, New Jersey, and as far 
away as Texas to live and 
work for a one-week period of 
time in the community, in a 
program of spiritual develop- 
ment that compliments in off- 
hours the physical exertion of 
home rehabilitation during the 
day. 

During the past two years, 
several hundred volunteers 
have renovated 34 homes at a 
cost of $5,000.00. Compared to 
the hundreds of thousands of 
dollars to provide new housing 
at public expense for 34 
families, the program has 
resulted in tremendous savings 
to the public, in renewed 
family pride in their homes.
